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Conversion and Death of Count 
Struensee. 


(Concluded from page 38.) 


We have thus far followed up the 
regular stages by which the conversion 
of Struensee was effected, so far as 
they appear from the narrative of the 
first conferences between Munter and 
himself. Evidently, however, Inany 
considerations, suggested hy the differ- 
ent writers whose works Moenter had 
placed in his hands, had contiihuted 
to bring about the happy change in his 
sentiments; so that we do not see the 
whole process fully displayed. But 
from what we do see, we perceive that 
the change was effected by gradual and 
gentle steps. Though Struensee ap- 
pears a man possessed of considerable 
feeling, we do not find him hurried 
away into any passionate fervour of 
religion, when once his affection was 
gained to the truth as it is in Christ ; 
but he even scruples to believe what he 
wishes, is fearful of himself, lest he 
should not be sincere in his profession 
of the faith, and lest his former doubts 
and difficulties should again rise up to 
shake his confidence. A conviction, thus 
founded on a sensibility of the heart, 
controlled by the reluctant power of a 
strong intellect, is of a very different 
character from those agonies of con- 
version, on which the dark genius of 
Methodism so much delights to dwell. 
Here was conilict indeed, but it was 
not the conflict of frenzy—there were 
no unutterable pangs of the new birth ; 
the only conilict was that between a 
prejudiced mind and the love of Chris- 
tianity—the only pangs were those of 
keen remorse for a life so unworthy of 
the God who gave and who redeemed 
it. 

His spiritual instructor, however, is 
not satisfied with his conversion alone 
—he endeavours now to strengthen 
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him in the faith, and to carry him for- 
ward in the work of improvement, 
Accordingly, their conferences are con- 
tinued up to the moment, when, by the 
sentence of the law, the unhappy count 
was summoned to appear before his 
God. In the course of them, several 
interesting topics of religion are dis- 
cussed. Upon the subject of mysteries 
there are some excellent observations, 
explanatory of the use of analogical 
tering * in religion, which, from not 
being rightly considered, have led to 
much of the perplexity attributed to 
the mysterious doctrines themselves. 
The importance of practical Christia- 
nity being introduced, the count thus 
expresses himself on the subject : 


** « My ideas of that reformation in man, 
which is to he brought about by conver- 
sion, are greatly rectified by this book 
I own with joy, I find Christianity more 
amiable the more I get acquainted with it. 
I never knew it before. I believed it con- 
tradicted reason and the nature of man, 
whose religion it was designed to be. I 
thought it an artfully contrived and ambi- 
guous doctrine, full of incomprehensibili- 
ties. Whenever I formerly thought on 
religion in some serious moments, I had 
always an idea in my mind how it ought 
to be, which was, it should be simple and 
accommodated to the abilities of men in 
every conditjon. lL now find Christianity 
to be exactly so; it answers entirely that 
idea which 1 had formed of true religion. 
Had I but formerly known it was such, I 
should not have delayed turning Christian 
till this time of my imprisonment. But 
I had the misfortune to be prejudiced 
against religion, first through my own 
passions, but afterwards likewise throu 
so many human inventions, foisted into it,

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of which I could see plainly that they had 
no foundation, though they were styled 
essential parts of Christianity. I was of- 
fended when God was always represented 
to me as an angry, jealous Judge, who is 
much pleased when he has an opportunity 
of showing his revenge, though | knew he 
was love itself; and am now convinced, 
that though he must punish, yet he takes 
no kind of delight in it, and is rather for 
pardoning. From my infancy, I have known 
but few Christians that had not scandal- 
ized me by their enthusiasm and wicked- 
ness, which they wanted to hide under the 
cloak of piety. I knew, indeed, that not 
all Christians were such, or talked such 
an affected language; but I was too vola- 
tile to inquire of better Christians after 
the true spirit of religion. Frequently I 
heard sermons in my youth, but they made 
no impression upon me. That without 
Christ there was no salvation, was the 
only truth which served for a subject in 
all sermons, and this was repeated over 
and over again in synonymous expressions. 
But it was never set in its true light, and 
rever properly proved. # saw people cry 
at church, but after their tears were dried 
up, I found them in their actions not In 
the least better, but rather allowing ‘hem- 
selves license in every transgression, Upon 
the privilege of being faithful believers. 
Lastly, I could not compreb« nd those in- 
ward feelings which many Christians pre- 
tend to have. It appeared to me unnatu- 
ral and miraculous. Nevertheless, it has 
made me uneasy during our acquaintance, 
that I have found nothing of these inward 
feelings: and I believe you have observed 
my uneasiness. I found my real sorrow 
for my sins not adequate to those expres- 
sions which I had heard frequently in my 
youth, and which had terrified me so 
much. I endeavoured to heighten my 
grief to such a degree: but [I saw on the 
other side, that this forcing myself, by 
means of imagination, was not that grief 
I sought for, or what might have pleased 
God. Spalding’s book has satisfied me on 
this account. I am now sure that the 
chief point is a confidence in God through 
Christ, and a true reformation of mind 
from what is bad tv what is good. I my- 
seif can find out and be sensible whether 
i have this confidence, and L myself am 
able to judge whether such a reformation 
has taken place within my mind.’ ” 


His observation of the torment which 
must necessarily accompany the wick- 
ed is very just and striking : 


“If even the punishments of a future 
world were only to last during the life of 
a man, it would be very terrifying, and 
sufficient to keep us from sin. Kt would 
be dreadful enough if the punishments 
consisted in nothing else but the natural 
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consequences of sin, without any further 
dispensation of God. I thought men might 
be punished in eternity by those passions 
to which they were addicted in this world. 
They leave this world with all their in- 
ternal appetites, which attend them in all 
their strength. There is nothing in the 
other world to satisfy these desires. They 
consume themselves in insatiable longings 
and vain wishes. God need only say to 
them, You shall remain as you are” ~ 


He would have rejoiced could he 
have foreseen the extent to which the 
following opinion has been acted upon 
at the present period, through the chan- 
nel of the Society for Promoting Chris- 
tian Knowledge. 


** He continued—‘ I wish you and other 
divines would write small pamphlets, to 
acquaint the people with the advantages 
of Christianity. which might be of greater 
gervice thee preaching. In this manner 
Voltaire fas written, as you know, innu- 
mersdie little pieces against religion, 
which contain always the same thing over 
again under different titles, and in a dif- 
ferent dress. Rational friends of Christi- 
anity should learn of him this method, by 
which he does much mischief, and apply 
it to better purposes. Voltaire boasts of 
having found out this method, as he says, 
to enlighten the world. I remember that 
when I conversed with D’Alembert at Pa- 
ris, in my travels, that he spoke much in 
praise of this method, and admired Vol- 
taire’s wisdom in this point. However, I 
do not believe him to be the inventor of 
it. Perhaps he has borrowed this way of 
spreading his principles from Christ him- 
self, who taught truth, sometimes in para- 
bles, sometimes in questions and answers, 
sometimes in sermons.” ' 


The Christian fortitude which Stru- 
ensee had now acquired, enabled him 
to receive the account of his sentence, 
and the immediate prospect of his exe- 
cution, with the greatest composure of 
mind. He now more solemnly pre- 
pares himself to meet his end, and for 
this purpose requests that he may re- 
ceive the sacrament of the Lord’s sup- 
per. The account of his behaviour or 
the occasion of receiving it, is very af 
fecting : 

“IT came to-day to the count with Ge- 
neral Lieutenant Holben, who, at my re- 
quest, was present at hig receiving the sa- 
crament, lL administered it to him; and 
this man, who received his sentence of 
death without anv appearing alteration of 
mind, was, during the whole time of this 
sacred transaction, as if he was melting 
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into tears. 1 never observed a tear in his 
eyes as often as we were talking about his 
misfortunes and death; but on account of 
his sins, the moral misery into which he 
had thrown himself and ethers, on account 
of the love of God towards thim and all 
mankind, he has wept more than I myself 
should have believed, if I had not seen 
it. 

“ When the whole iransaction of receiv- 
ing the sacrament was over, he begged 
leave of the commander of the castle to 
make presents of the trifles that he had 
left, his bec, his linen, and the little 
money which he had saved out of his al- 
lowance, which was a rix-dollar, or a 
crown, everyday. He said—‘ I have now 
no more property.’ 

** He then took his farewell of the com- 
mander in a very affecting manner; thank- 
ed him for all kindness he had shown him, 
and declared that he had not denied him 
any favour that was in his power to grant. 
The old venerable man left him with these 
words—‘ I am sure we shall find one an- 
other again before the throne of God~’ ” 


His tranquillity of mind appears in- 
deed to increase as he approaches more 
nearly to his end. Instead of exerting 
the power of fancy to dispel the hor- 
rors of the scaffold, we find him laying 
a restraint on its excursions, and con- 
fining himself to cool consideration— 
to meditation on “ the walk of Christ 
to his death,” and its application to 
his own case. 

We close our extracts from the nar- 
rative of Dr. Munter, with the account 
of the last moments of the life of Stru- 
ensee. 


** Now the door of the prison opened, 
for which the count himself never, but I 
very often, had looked with a fearful ex- 
pectation. An officer came in, and de- 
sired me, if I pleased, to step into the 
coach, and to go before the count to the 
place of execution. I was much moved 
and affected. The count, as if it did net 
concern him in the least, comforted me 
by saying—‘ Make yourself easy, my dear 
friend, by considering the happiness I am 
going to enter mto, and with the consci- 
eusness that God has made you a means 
of procuring it for me.’ 

“‘T embraced him, recommending him 
to the love and mercy of God, and has- 
tened to the place of execution. 

** He being soon called after me, got up 
from his couch, and followed those which 
were to conduct him. Coming out of the 
prison and getting into the coach, he 
bowed to those that were standing around. 
Upon the way to the place of execution, 
he partly spoke to the officer who was 
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with him in the coach, partly sat in deep 
meditation. 

“ As soon as both the condemned were 
arrived in their respective coaches near 
the scaffold, and Count Brandt had mount- 
ed it first, I got into the coach of Struen- 
see, and ordered the ceachman to turn 
about, to prevent his having the prospect 
of the scaffold. 

«**T have seen him already,’ said he. I 
could not recollect myself so soon, and he 
finding my uneasiness, said, with a smil- 
ing countenance—‘ Pray do not mind me. 
I see you suffer. itemember that God has 
made you an instrument in my conversion, 
I can imagine how pleasing it must be to 
you to be censcious of this. I shall praise 
God with you in eternity, that you havg 
saved my soul.’ 

‘I was still more affected than before, 
and said, that I should look upon this 
transaction of mine as the most remark- 
able one during my whole life, since God 
had blessed it with so self-rewarding a 
success. It was a pleasing thought to me, 
that we should continue our friendship in 
a future world. I should have comforted 
him, but he, in this case, comforted me. 
He desired me then to remember him to 
several of his acquaintance, and to tell 
some of them, that if he, by his conversa- 
tion and actions, had misled them in their 
notions of virtue and religion, he, as a 
dying man, acknowledged the injury he 
had done, begged them to efface these 
impressions, and to forgive him.”

* On seeing the great number of spec- 
tators, I told him, that among these thou- 
sands were many that would pray to God 
to have mercy upon him. 

“ «1 hope so,’ said ise, * and the thought 
pleases me.’ He soon after added— 

** © it is a solemn sight to see so many 
thousands of people together; but what 
are these thousands, when compared with 
the whole sum of all God’s creatures, and 
how very little appears one single man 
in such acomparison? Nevertheless, God 
loves every individual man so much, that 
he has procured his salvation by sacri- 
ficing his own Son. What a leve is this! 

“ © You see me,’ continued he, ‘ out- 
wardly, the same as I find myself within.’ 
And I perceived, all the while I was site 
ting with him im the ceach, no alteration, 
but that he was pale, and that it was more 
difficult for him to think and to converse, 
than it was some days before, or even this 
very morning. However, be had his full 
presence of mind, knew several cf those 
that stood about the coach, bowed to 
many by pulling off his hat, and to some 
he bowed with a friendly mien. 

“* « My ease,’ said he, ‘ is not a forced 
one. I cannot recollect any cause from 
which this ease arises, that could dis- 
please God. 1am not ambitious to gain 
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the applause of men, and I do not pro- 
mise that I shall not show my uneasiness 
upon the scaffold. I now have disagree- 
able sensations, and I shall have more 
there, which I will not endeavour to con- 
ceal. But you may be assured, that my 
soul will look with calmness and hope 
beyond death. And how little is that 
which Iam going to suffer, when f com- 
pare it with the sufferings Christ bore 
when he died! Recollect only his words 
—** My God, my God, why hast thou for- 
saken me ?” and consider, what excruciat- 
ing pain it must have caused him, to hang 
for several hours on the cross before he 
died ? 

“I exhorted him again not to show any 
affected fortitude in these last moments 
which was not natural to him. Such af- 
fectation would certainly displease God, 
and if he now still would mind what the 
spectators might think, I must tell him, 
that only a few short-sighted people would 
believe his affected firmness to be true. 

“1 then said, Christ prayed for his mur- 
derers even on the cross. May { rely upon 
your leaving this world with the same sen- 
timents of love towards those you might 
have reason to think your enemies? 

“ + First,’ said he, ‘ I hope that there is 
no one who has a personal hatred against 
me; but that those who have promoted 
my misfortunes, have done it with an in- 
tent of doing good. Secondly, I look 
upon myself already as a citizen of an- 
other world, and that [ am obliged to 
entertain sentiments conformable to this 
dignity: and I am sure, that if I was to 
see those, who might perhaps be my ene- 
mies here, in the bliss of that world which 
1 hope to enter into, it would give me the 
highest satisfaction. I pray to God that 
if my enemies might repent of their be- 
haviour towards me, this repentance may 
induce them to iook out for that salvation 
which I promise myself through the mercy 
of God.’ 

“ Though I could not see the scaffold, 
yet I guessed from the motion of the 
spectators, that it was Struensee’s turn 
to mount it. I endeavoured to prepare 
him for it by a short prayer, and within 
a few moments we were called. He passed 
with decency and humbleness through the 
spectators, and bowed to some of them. 
With some difficulty he mounted the 
stairs. When we came up, I spoke very 
concisely, and with a low voice, upon 
these words of Christ—* He that believ- 
sth in me, though he were dead, yet shall 
he live” It would have been impossible 
for me to spesk much and loud, even if I 
had attempted it. 

“1 observe here, that he showed not 
the least affectation in his conduct upon 
the scaffold. 1 found him to be one who 
knew that he was to die, on account of 
his crimes, by the hands of the execu- 
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tioner. He was pale—it was difficult for 
him to speak—the fear of death was vi- 
sible in his whole countenance; but, at 
the same time, submission, calmness, and 
hope, were expressed in his air and de- 
portment. 

‘“* His sentence, and afterwards the 
king’s confirmation of it, were read to 
him ; his coat of arms was publicly shown, 
and broken to pieces. During the time 
that his chains were taking off, I put the 
following questions to him :— 

** Are you truly sorry for all those ac- 
tions by which you have offended God 
and men? 

*** You know my late sentiments on 
this point, and I assure you they are this 
very moment still the same.’ 

“ Do you trust in the redemption of 
Christ, as the only ground of your being 
pardoned before God ? 

“* * fT know no other means of receiving 
God’s‘mercy, and I trust in this alone.’ 

** Do you leave this world without hatred 
or malice against any person whatever ? 

** * | hope nobody hates me personally ; 
and as for the rest, you know my senti- 
ments on this head—they are the same as 
I told you just betore.’ 

**I then laid my hand upon his head, 
saying—Then go in peace whither God 
calis you! His grace be with you! 

‘*He then began to undress, and in- 
quired of the executioners how far he 
was to uncover himself, and desired them 
to assist him. , He then hastened towards 
the block, that was stained and still reek- 
ing with the blood of his friend, laid him- 
self quickly down, and endeavoured to fit 
his neck and chin properly into it When 
his hand was cut off, his whole body fell 
into convulsions. The very moment when 
the executioner lifted up the axe to cut 
off his hand, I began to pronounce slowly 
the words—‘ Remember Jesus Christ cru- 
cified, who died, but is risen again” Be- 
fore I had finished these words, both hand 
and head, severed from the body, lay be« 
fore my feet.” 


The confession of the count himself, 
which is subjoined, is important, as 
verifying the previous account of Dr. 
Munter, and testifying the sincerity of 
the penitent, as well as his anxiety to 
make reparation, as far as he could, to 
the world for the evil of his former ex- 
ample.—It is time for us, however, to 
return to Mr. Rennell, and his sugges- 
tions of the practical usefulness to be 
derived from the Narrative which we 
have been considering. Its importance, 
generally, as an unsophisticated detail 
of a conversion from infidelity to seri- 


ous faith in the promises of God through 
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Christ, has been already noticed. Mr. 
Rennell further regards the work, in its 
application to four different classes of 
persons :—to the professed unbeliever 
—to the young man just entering on 
the world—to the theological student 
—to the practical minister. We can- 
not better promote the edification to be 
derived from the work, than by tran- 
scribing his observations, with which 
we shall conclude this article. 


“Should this book happen to full into 
the hends of « professed unbeliever, he 
will not perhaps find it uninteresting to 
observe the progress of opinions the same 
with his own in a strong and powerful un- 
derstanding, and to find the sources of 
infidelity dissected and laid open, by one 
who knew wel] the human heart in others, 
and was at last brought to a knowledge 
of his own. He may then perhaps be 
tempted to look inwardly upon himself, 
and to examine whether there is any re- 
semblance between his own scepticism 
and that of the unfortunate Struensee— 
whether it proceeds from the same cause, 
and has been attended by the same effects 
—whether the fabric of both systems is 
not reared on the same shallow and dan- 
gerous foundations. Could he, under the 
blessing of a higher power, be induced 
to investigate with calmness and with 
candour these most important points, this 
little history will not have fallen into his 
hands in vain. 

‘“* By the young man just entering into 
the worid, this volume may be read with 
peculiar advantage. He will first observe. 
upon what slender grounds all objections 
against revelation are raised and sustained, 
and that they are the result, not of investi- 
pte, but of indolence—notofknowledge, 

ut of ignorance. Struensee, like Hume, 
had never, since his childhood, read with 
the slightest attention the very Scriptures 
which he affected to deride ; he knew no- 
thing of the evidences of religion, nor of 
any, excepting the most popular, objec- 
tions which might be urged against them. 

* He will afterwards be enabled to trace 
all infidel opinions to their principal, it 
may be said their single, source—corrup- 
tion of heart and profligacy of life. It is 
not, perhaps, a single act of intemperance 
(though single acts are sufficiently dan- 
grerous) that will lead the young and inex- 
perienced mind into scepticism ; but it is 
a continued indulgence in some bad habit, 
which is contrary alike to the laws both of 
reason and revelation. It is the unwilling- 
ness to relinquish a favourite sin, and a 

owing attachment to the object of some 

esire, added to a consciousness of an in- 
ereasing neglect of the Almighty, of his 
Jaws, and probably of his worship, which 
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renders the mind of a young man dissatis- 
fied both with itself and with those prin- 
ciples which are the cause of such dissatis- 
faction; he finds them inccmpatible with 
his mode of life, and then he listens to any 
suggestion that would teach him how to 
abandon them ; and thus it is that scepti- 
cism finds an easy access to the mind. **** 

‘** From these pages the young man may 
also discover the full extent of his danger, 
when he quits the path of Christianity, and 
trusts himself to the shoals and quicksands 
of infidelity. A man, when he begins to re- 
ject the gospel, generally reserves to him- 
self the privilege of making a system of 
religion and a code of morality of his own, 
which he fully believes will answer ever 
purpose of those which he has abandoned. 
But he little knows how soon each of these 
will dwindle into nothing, or, what is per- 
haps worse, accommodate themselves to 
his favourite passions and sins. * * * * 

These are but treacherous safeguards; 
they soon give way, and leave the unfor- 
tunate dupe of his own moral and religi- 
ous systems to fall from one step of infi- 
delity to another, till he denies the super- 
intending providence of God, the essential 
distinction between right and wrong, and 
lastly, the immortality of his own soul; in 
short, until his wretched career terminates 
in practical Atheism. *® * * * 

“Thus ‘hat he who commences his 
infidel carer’ > y abandoning revelation, 
will soon find that his objections are equal- 
ly strong against the religion of nature; 
they have both the same Almighty Author, 
they are both parts of one connected sys- 
tem, and they rise and fall together. 

“ The student in theology may not alto- 
gether find the time lost which he may 
expend upon the volume before us. He 
will there find the best and surest method 
of treating a case of infidelity, whenever, 
in the course of his future profession, such 
a one may come under his care. The ten- 
derness and the anxiety of Dr. Munter, ac- 
companied as they are by the most decisive 
appeals to the conscience, and the most 
deliberate system of reasoning, are admi- 
rable: the plan which he adopts is most 
judicious, and so exactly suited to the cir- 
cumstances of his convert, (and the cases 
of all infidels are more or less of the same 
cast,) that Struensee himself testifies— 
‘I assure you, that by no other means you 
would have found access to my heart than 
by those which you have chosen.’ It would, 
also, be no useless employment to supply 
the omissions in the chain of argument by 
making an abridgment of those books 
which are recommended for perusal. 

“‘ But, as the theological student may 
learn from the narrative of Munter how he 
may best convert a dying sinner, so the 
practical minister may also learn how he 
may best treat him after he iz converted. 
To those who may, either from duty or in- 
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clination, be desirous of preparing the soul 
of a recently converted sinner for heaven, 
this book will prove a most useful and 
practical guide. Of the validity of a death- 
bed repentance we must always speak with 
caution, as we cannot be competent judges 
of its sincerity; that can be known to the 
Almighty only. To promise, therefore, to 
the sinner the highest degree of bliss and 
glory, and to encourage in his mind the 
feelings of enthusiastic triumph, is a line 
of conduct unwarranted at once by expe- 
rience and by Scripture. How often in 
these days do we see the unhappy crimi- 
nal sent out of the world by his spiritual 
attendants in all the ecstacies of fanatical 
assurance, and generally without having 
performed any one act by which his re- 
pentance could be accounted sincere— 
without confession—without even a desire 
of making reparation. Widely different 
was the case of Struensee; under the 
guidance of Munter he was led, not only 
to an ample confession of his particular 
sins, but to an anxious wish to make some 
reparation to society for the injuries which 
they had inflicted upon it. The account 
of his conversion, written with his own 
hand, is no mean proof both of the since- 
rity and of the depth of his penitence. 
But even under circumstances so strongly 
testifying his sincerity, Munter would en- 
courage no other feelings but those of a 
calm, steady, and scriptural faith in the 
propitiation of the Redeemer, and a confi- 
dence of pardon through his blood. These 
are his remarkable words:—‘1i wish to 
see you on the scaffold with visible signs 
of repentance and sorrow, but at the same 
time, with a peace of mind which arises 
from a confidence in being pardoned be- 
fere God.’ A more difficult task cannot, 
perhaps, be imposed the Christian mini- 
ster, than so to preserve the balance of 
feeling in the mind of his penitent, as to 
prevent hope from growing into presump- 
tion, and faith into enthusiasm ; to repress 
the risings of unwarrantable triumph, 
without diminishing the assurance of par- 
don and acceptance. The returning pro- 
digal was received with joy into his fa- 
ther’s mansion, but what was his lot after 
his reception, the gospel has not revealed.”

Abstract of the Proccedinge of the 

Seventh Annual Convention of the 

Diocese of Ohio, held in St. Paul’s 

Church, Chillicothe, November 3d,

Agreeably to the 45th canon of the ) 


General Convention of 1808, “ pro- 
viding for an accurate view of the state 
of the Church from time to time,”’ the 
Right Rev. Bishop Chase delivered the 
following address :-— 


Brethren, 

This, the seventh annual convention 
of the diocese of Ohio, should, by rule, 
have met in June last. The considera- 
tion, however, that it might be out of 
my power then to attend, induced the 
clergy to sign a memorial that the time 
of meeting might be postponed till af- 
ter my journey to England. 

I arrived in New-York on the 29th 


day of August last, and lost no time 


in fixing on this, the earliest day in my 
power, for your assembling in this 
town, the place designated by a vote 
of the last convention for our next 
meeting. And most happy am I, not- 
withstanding the shortness of time, and 
the great distance at which many of 
you live, to see so numerous and re- 
spectable an assembly. he first and 
best feclings of my heart are those of 
gratitude to God, that after so long an 
absence from my spiritual charge, and 
after having met, during that absence, 
with so many and great difficulties, I 
am permitted to see your faces once 
more. On this, the most joyful occasion 
and happiest day of my life, I would 
bless the Lord with the best powers of 
my soul, and call upon “ all that is 
within me to praise his holy name.” 

Let it not, however, be supposed 
that this exultation argues insensibi- 
lity, or that it is inconsistent with those 
feelings which, as a father, I ought to 
entertain for my sons, as well in the 
Church as in nature. The Rev. John 
M. Jones, whom I ordained last con- 
vention in Worthington, departed this 
life before I left the diocese. The 
death of my much beloved son, Phi- 
lander Chase, jun., whom I ordained 
to the priest’s office in this Church, the 
Sunday following our last convention, 
was communicated to me by the Right 
Rev. Bishop Bowen, of South-Caroli- 
na, into whose diocese he had retreated 
for the winter, to prolong, if possible, 
his life. 
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These providential afflictions are, no 
doubt, deeply felt by you all, who love 
our infant Zion,—more especially by 
those of our brethren in Monroe county, 
aud at Zanesville, to whom these very 
interesting servants of our Lord and 
Master last ministered. By me, also, 
these dispensations of God’s holy pro- 
vidence have been deeply felt; con- 
scious that not only in one of them I 
had lost a.son, but in both I had been 
deprived of nearly one third part of 
the labourers whom God had given us 
to build up his kingdom in the wilder- 
ness. J have mourned indeed. Even 
now, to see my son’s seat and that of 
good Mr. Jones empty here in the con- 
vention, where, at best, our numbers 
have ever been so few, nature feels, 
and has reason much to feel, what lan- 
guage cannot tell. They are now no 
longer with us+- God hath taken them 
from us. But before he did so, we have 
the best reason to believe that he had 
so well prepared them by his heavenly 
grace, as that they exchanged the pains 
and trials of the wilderness for the joys 
of the heavenly Canaan; that the Jor- 
dan of death was by them passed in 
safety; and that they are now, when 
not engaged in ministering to the 
Church militant, drinking from living 
fountains which they digged not; tast- 
ing of the fruits from trees which they 


planted not; yea, now joiging in the 


song of the Lamb in that temple made 
without hands, whose walls are salva- 
tion, and whose gates are praise. And 
shall not nature’s complaining voice, 
though ever so importunate, be hushed 
in the bosom of such love as God hath 
thus manifested to them, and through 
them to us, their surviving relatives 
and friends? Yea, when such men 
die, those who, like them, believe, 
do, and must rejoice. Faith triumphs 
over the corruption of the grave. “ Our 
Lord has risen from the dead, and be- 
come the first fruits of them that sleep; 
and at his second coming the corrupt- 
ible bodies of those who sleep in him 
shall rise, and be made like unto his 
glorious body ; according to the mighty 
working whereby he is able to subdue 
all things unto himself.” Thus are our 
greatest afflictions converted into sub- 
jects of praise to nim who doth all 
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things well. We are not with those 
who mourn without hope ; and our joy 
is then at the highest, when we believe- 
our departed friends exchange a life of 
pain for an immortality of bliss—the 
Church militant for the Church tri- 
umphant. 

The heart is sometimes filled with 
various emotions, which to express in 
appropriate language is extremely dif- 
ficult. When uncommon circumstances 
of a mingled character, at once afilic- 


tive and cheering, press upon the mind, 


they often impose a restraint and an 
embarrassment which we know not 
how to surmount. I feel this to be my 
present condition, 

Our tears, shed oyer the early graves 
of departed worth, are scarcely washed 
away by the lenient hand of our holy 
faith, when another subject of a most 
interesting nature presses upon our con- 
sideration—that of a seminary for the 
education of young men to supply a 
clergy for this diocese. This also, in 
its history is connected with much of 
painful, and much of consoling reflec- 
tion. 

When we last met in the convention, 
it is well remembered that the desti- 
tute condition of our parishes filled our 
hearts with sorrow, and engaged our 
minds in the most earnest consulta- 
tions. We had for years looked in vain 
to the old settlements for missionaries 
—none were obtained. The necessity, 
therefore, of establishing a seminary 
among ourselves, was obvious to all; 
but the means were not in our power. 
So hopeless were our prospects in this 
respect, that had we proceeded formally 
to establish an institution on paper, we 
might justly have been derided, as men 
dreaming awake, and laying the ideal 
foundation of a baseless fabric. 

Although these considerations re- 
strained us from the adoption of any 

rmal plan in the convention, there 
were seme, who, notwithstanding the 
gloom which surrounded uS, cherished 
a strong, though humble hope, that 
God would be gracious to us, and, in 
his own good time, open a channel 
through which means might be ob- 
tained. 

Our Missionary Society, which con- 
vened upon the adjournment of the 
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convention, was originally constituted 
for the purpose of supplying, in some 
measure, the calls of our congregations 
for ministers. Upon opening the meet- 
fng of this society, our prayers were 
offered to God for a blessing on our 
humble efforts ; and we may well hope 
he heard us in heaven, his dwelling 
place, and mercifully forgave our ma- 
nifold sins; for he direeted our hearts 
and minds to the only source from 
whence relief could be obtained. 

An apparently trivial incident had 
suggested to us, that when the foun- 
tains in our own country were dried 
up, or insufficient—when a famine of 
the means to sustain our Church threat- 
ened us with desolation—there was a 
blessed land to which a man of God 
might fly—a land in which, though 
continually munificent to all, the bar- 
rel of meal and the cruse of oil had 
never failed. 

lo this land were we directed; and 
to this land our Missionary Society re- 
solved to send a messenger, and make 
known our wants. The circumstances 
which prevented the person appointed 
from proceeding on the mission, and 
my own determination to supply his 
place, are well known to you all; as 
also the unexpected objections urged 
against the measure by many of our 
eastern brethren, and the obstructions 
and difficulties thrown in our way.— 
But of these I will not speak further : 


they are passed—they have been hap- 


pily surmounted; the errors in which 
they were founded have been dissi- 
pated; and i trust we shall no longer 
remember them, except as chastening 
afflictions permitted only for our spi- 
ritual good. 

When a resolution is once formed, 
evidently in accordance with the word 
of God, and sustained by a conscious- 
ness of divine direction, it is no subject 
of regret that the efforts to carry it into 
execution are surrounded with appa- 
rent difficulties. It makes us feel our 
dependence to be on God alone; and, 
when crowned with success, it makes 
the glory more conspicuously his. We 
have many examples of this in Holy 
Scriptures. David went not forth to 
fight Goliah clad in the armour of 
Saul, nor bearing hjs sword or his 


spear. The armour of faith, the shep- 
herd’s sling, and a stone from the 
brook, were abundantly sufficient, when 
directed by the God of Israel, to de- 
stroy his enemy and work salvation to 
his people. Gideon, with a few, dis- 
comfited an host more surely than he 
would have done with many. Jona- 
than and his armour-bearer, confiding 
in the power of God, put to flight an 
army of aliens. And a few loaves and 
small fishes were enough, in the hands 
of the Lord, to feed five thousand. 

With this simple and undisguised 
dependence on God, was the mission 
to Old England undertaken ; and most 
signally has our trust in him been 
crowned with success. That great and 
generous people, from whom the most 
of us derive our origin, and who are 
spreading the gospel throughout the 
world, received your messenger with 
kindness, heard the story of your wants 
with compassion, investigated your 
plans with candour, examined care- 
fully the objections urged against you, 
and finally determined in your favour, 
and munificently contributed to your 
relief. 

My powers are not equal to an enu- 
meration of all the instances of kind- 
ness which were showered upon me; 
far less is it within the reach of my 
abilities to give a full estimate of that 
fellowship which, in the bonds of our 
common Church, accompanied the 
rich gifts to our infant western Zion. 
Very pleasant, however, is the recol- 
lection thereof; their memory is em- 
balmed in my heart; and it is a de- 
light more than a duty thus officially 
to acknowledge them. Never was be- 
nevolence more disinterested: never 
was Christian zeal more active. Deli- 
cacy as well as generosity was the 
characteristic of our benefactors. The 
task of solicitation being assumed by 
the most respectable characters, the 
rich feasts of intellectual intercourse 
and Christian courteousness were every 
where spread before me. I deny to 
myself the pleasure of pronouncing, 
and to you that of hearing, the names 
of our benefactors in this address, be- 
cause I cannot, without offending their 
delicacy, speak of them as my heart 
prompts and they deserve. 
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Wherever I went, one continued 
succession of hospitality, beneficence, 
and Christian communion, cheered my 
heart, and elevated my opinion of my 
fellow-men. God is merciful unto me, 
thought [, in giving me grace in the 
eyes of this people, whose God is the 
Lord, and whose kindness to me is the 
fruit of the gospel of peace. 

The hand of Divine Providence 
seemed visible in dis)osing and direct- 
ing all things to promote our object, 
and to bless our efforts. Before our 
own thoughts had been directed to 
England for assistance, our existence 
as a diocese, our labours and our ne- 
cessities, were known to some, and had 
excited towards us feelings of kindness 
and sympathy. I brought with me 
from England, a rich and well wrought 
set of communion plate, for the chapel 
of our intended seminary ; on the chief 
piece of which is the following inscrip- 
tion :—

John Bowdler, Esquire, whose name 
is thus connected with our infant se- 
minary, and whose memory we shall 
ever cherish with gratitude, died some 
months before my arrival in England. 
Previously to this event, the Rev. Dr. 
Jarvis, of Boston, had communicated 
to the Scottish bishops an account of 
our newly formed diocese, and of its 
interesting condition. 

This information Mr. Bowdler re- 
ceived, through the Scottish bishops, 
while on his death-bed; and was thus 
moved to leave behind him a memorial 
of his regard for the Church in the 
wilderness. I am induced to mention 
this one of many instances of provi- 
dential interposition in our favour, be- 
cause the liberal donor having departed 
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to receive his full reward, can be named 
without offence. 

The amount of donations, I had rea- 
son to believe, before I left England, 
nearly equalled $20,000. This may 
not be exclusive of expenses and speci- 
fic liberalities. Among the latter are 
the set of plate for the holy commus 
nion already alluded to; and another 
set of smaller size, for the use of the 
bishop and his successors, presented 
to him by a sele-t number of his most 
affectionate friends. 

The stereotype plates for the Com- 
mon Prayer Book, were nearly finished 
before I left London. The value of the 
books contributed is not exactly knowns 
their number, before I returned, was 
about five hundred. 

That interesting part of our plan, 
through which so much good is antici- 
pated, the design of having a printing- 
press attached to our seminary, met 
with such general and cordial appro- 
bation in England, that separate funds 
for it also were set on foot. And though 
the amount of each subscription was 
limited to a guinea, yet a generous 
anxiety to subscribe, made the sum, in 
a few weeks, nearly equal to our wants. 

I had determined to follow the ad- 
vice of some of my most sincere and 
judicious friends in England, to remain 
there until our object should have been 
fully accomplished ; but mature reflec- 
tion convinced us, that the good to be 
obtained by remaining abroad, was 
evidently less than the evil to our dio- 
cese.at home. My thoughts were upon 
you, my dear brethren, and the scat- 
tered and languishing congregations 
which you represent. Many assur- 
ances, however, were most kindly af- 
forded me before | left that country, 
that our cause should not suffer b 
my departure. “ Though,” said they, 
* you are obliged to leave us thus 
early, to assemble your convention 
and to obtain your incorporating act, 
yet your friends, who are many, will 
not suffer your attention to the imme- 
diate and pressing wants of your dio- 
cese to operate to the detriment of the 
Ohio Fund. You shall have our pray- 
ers always, and to these we will add 
our exertions in ygur favour. Let your 
own people do but their duty, and our 
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endeavours will not be wanting.”— 
These most animating assurances were 
given before | left England. Since my 
return they have been renewed to the 
same effect, in the most obliging man- 
ner, and by the best of persons. 

The avails of the subscriptions in 
England are deposited in the hands of 
trustees—the Right Honourable Lords 
Kenyon and Gambier, the Rev. Dr. 
Gaskin, and Henry Hoare, Esq.—and 
not to be drawn for, but upon certain 
conditions, and by the proper authori- 
ties. What these are, you will per- 
ceive, by attending to the deed of do- 
nation, dated London, 27th November, 
1823, which ¥ shall lay before the con- 
vention. 

By that instrument it may be seen 
how foreign from my mind it has ever 
been to create any division in our 
Chureh, by making our institution in 
any way independent of the econstitu- 
tional and canonical authorities. ‘To 
the superintending control of the Gene- 
ral Convention and House of Bishops, 
all our institutions of this nature ought 
to be subject. Im case thcre is a de- 
parture from our landmarks, the Ar- 
ticles and Liturgy of our primitive 
‘Zion, a controlling power must be ac- 
knowledged in those to whom God in 
his providence hath committed it. 

Thus have we brought the history 
of our affairs, in relation to the con- 
templated seminary, to the present 
time. Our prospects and duties will 
next be considered. 

Our seminary is to be incorporated 
by law, and the trustees named in the 
act of incorporation. When and how 
to settle the question where to fix per- 
manently this our favourite institution, 
you, my brethren, are better judges 
than myself. But one thing it is my 
duty to observe, that this question is 
100 vast in its consequences, it is too 
holy in its nature, it involves the th- 
terests of too many thousand souls, to 
be determined hastily, without due 
consideration, or to admit, in the least, 
of local prejudices or sectional interest. 
Considering what has been done, the 
difficulties surmounted, and above all, 
the visibly interposing hand of Divine 
Providence in its favour; I presume 
there is not a person present but feels 
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an awe wheh approaching a question 
involving its welfare, sufficient at onve 
to annihilate every selfish considera- 
tion. 

Wherever the real interests of the 
Charch require, there, doubtless, it is 
your wish the seminary should be fixed. 
To ascertain this, you will use the 
most proper means, and exercise your 
best judgment. And may the Almighty 
God, by the influences and directions 
of his Holy Spirit, make us unanimous, 
both in our measures and their result ; 
and may these be for his glory and the 
good of lris Chureh. 


Brethren, ~ 


It is my duty to state, in some part 
of this address, my Episcopal aets; 
and give a general view of the state of 
the diocese since we last met. 

At Worthington, on the Sth day of 
June, 1823, L admitted John M. Jones, 
now deceased, to the holy order of dea- 
cons. 

At Chillicothe, on the 8th day of 
June, 1823, I admitted the Rev. Phi- 
lander Chase, jun. now deceased, to 
the holy oxder of priests. 

At Cincinnati, on the 29th day of 
June, 1823, I admitted James A. Fox 
to the holy order of deacons, 

At Ashtabula, on the 31st day of 
August, 1828, f admitted the Rev. 
John Hall to the holy order of priests. 

The distressing sickness of the last 
mentioned person, which, as I have 
learned from others, has continued 
from last spring to the present time, 
deprives the Church in that quarter of 
his very valuable and greatly needed 
services. This, joined to our other 
afflictions, in the infant state of our 
Church, calls for a peculiar exercise of 
faith in God’s wisdom, and resignation 
to his sovereign will. Most earnestly 
do I beg the prayers of this convention, 
and through them the prayers of all our 
brethren in the diocese not present, in 
behalf of this our worthy brother and 
faithful servant in the vineyard of our 
common Lord. 

The confirmations which I have ad- 
ministered are as follow :— 

In Christ Church, Cincinnati, on the 


3d of August, 1823, I confirmed eight 
persons. 
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St. James’s church, Cross-creek, Au- 
gust 18th, seventeen. 

St. Paul’s church, Steubenville, Au- 
gust 24th, eight. 

St. James’s church, Boardman, Au- 
gust 27th, sixteen. 

Christ church, Windsor, August 29th, 
seventeen. 

St. Peter’s church, Ashtabula, Au- 
gust 31st, twenty. 

Since my return to Ohio, i have per- 
formed no act peculiarly Episcopal ; 
nor have I had time to collect suffi- 
cient information to afford a general 
view of the state of the diocese, 

The organization of a large and in- 
teresting parish, in the meath of Janus 
ary last, at Piqua, Miami county, ex- 
cites our most grateful feelings; and 
prompts the fervent prayer that God 
would not, for our sins, suffer this light 
to go out ere he prepare and appoint 
faithful ministers to trim and cherish 
it; but that he would graciously cause 
it to send forth the rays of his heavenly 

lory throughout our benighted land — 
With great pleasure, also, { have heard 
of many instances of zealous exertions, 
in some measure worthy of the good- 
ness of the cause and the distresses of 
our condition. In the parishes of St. 
Peter’s Church, Morris-town; Christ 
Church, Beaver; St. Luke’s, Perry ; and 
St. Matthew’s, Mill-creek, churches are 
building. These, though of the hum- 
blest form, are an honour to the found- 
ers, and in regard to futurity, of the 
brightest promise. ‘These little build- 
ings in our woods are sure tokens of a 
blessing to the people in their present 
and future generations. They are as 
the ark of the covenant in the house 
of Obed-edom; and we trust, experi- 
ence will permit it to be said of them, 
as of him, “ The Lord hath blessed 
Obed-edom and all his household, and 
all that pertaineth to him, because of 
the ark of God.” 

There are at present two candidates 
for holy orders in this diocese, Mr. Wil- 
liam Sparrow, admitted last year, and 
Mr. George Roe, admitted at the pre- 
sent convention. Several others, cheer- 
ed with the prospects before us, are 
prepared to enter our seminary when 
established. Very lately I have re- 
eeived a letter from the Rey. James A. 
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Fox, whom I ordained in the summer 
of 1823. It seems that, soon after his 
ordination, he returned to his family at 
Pinckneyville, Mississippi; where, and 
at Woodville, he has spent his time, 
occupied in the very laudable duties of 
tepaning youth and preaching the word 
of . The congregation formed 
through Mr. Fox’s instrumentality in 
Woodville, have, in a praiseworthy 
manner, exerted themselves in erect- 
ing a church, in dimensions 42 by 37 
feet, built with a convenient vestry. At 
this place it is expected he will conti- 
nue his very useful labours till admit- 
ted to priests’ orders. He gives me 
the information, which I have great 
pleasure in reiterating, that the parish 
belonging to our communion at Natchez 
is in a flourishing state, under the care 
of the Rev. Mr. Pilmore. 

I have but one subject more to la 
before you, and then [ shall close this 
address. The great utility to Christi> 
anity in general, and to this diocese in 
particular, of a well conducted periodi- 
cal publication under the patronage of 
the convention, has long occupied my 
mind. The time to commence such a 
work, and with vigour, in a united ef- 
fort, seems now to have come. Every 
great work wants a book of record, 
in which to inscribe its proceedings ; 
and of this, our seminary should not, 
must not, be deprived. 

It is my earnest desire, therefore, 
that a committee be appointed to con- 
sider the expediency and utility of set- 
ting forth a prospectus of such a publi- 
cation at the present time, in order that 
at the next convention all things may 
be in readiness for its immediate com- 
mencement. 

That God may have our Church, 
especially the council of it now here 
assembled, in his holy keeping; that 
he may graciously forgive us our sins, 
and direct us in all our ways, and fur- 
ther us with his continual help, so that 
in all our works begun, continued, and 
ended in him, we may glorify his holy 
name; and finally by his mercy, through 
Jesus Christ, obtain everlasting life; is 
the prayer of your affectionate pastor, 


PHILANDER CHASE. 


Chillicothe, Norember 3.1824. 
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The Rev. Samuel Johnston was 
elected secretary of the convention. 

The parochial and missionary re- 
ports furnish the following aggregate : 
—Baptisms (adults 15, children 181, 
not specified 47) 243—Marriages 12 
—Funerals 51—Communicants 400. 

The following resolution, brought 
forward and put by the secretary, was 
adopted :— 

Resolved, That this convention ac- 
knowledge with gratitude the kind at- 
tention shown to the late Rev. P. 
Chase, jun. by the bishop, clergy, and 
hospitable friends in Charleston, South- 
Carolina; and also to the Rev. Mr. 
Rutledge, for his solemn, impressive, 
and highly interesting address, deli- 
vered at his interment. 

The house took into consideration 
the following report of the committee, 
in relation to the mission of the Right 
Rey. the Bishop to England, which 
Was unanimously adopted. 

The committee appointed on the 
mission of the Right Rey. the Bishop 
of this diocese to England, beg leave 
to submit the following resolutions : — 

Resolved, That this convention ap- 
prove of the resolution of the bishop to 
visit England, to solicit pecuniary aid 
towards establishing a seminary for the 
education of ministers in the Church. 

Resolved, That this convention ap- 
prove of the conduct of the bishop, 
both in this country and in England, 
in regard to the objections urged against 
his mission. 

Resolved, That this convention most 
cordially unite with the bishop in the 
sentiments of gratitude and respect 
which he has expressed for his recep- 
tion and treatment in England, and for 
the liberal donations that have been 
made towards the foundation of a The- 
ological Seminary in our diocese. 

The report of the committee on the 
Theological Seminary, together with a 
proposed constitution for the same, was 
taken up, considered by sections, and 
adopted. 


REPORT. 


The committee to whom was re- 
ferred so much of the Bishop’s address 
as relates to the Theological Seminary, 
report— That they have examined the 


deed of donation of his estate, executed 
by the bishop on the 27th of Novem- 
ber, 1823, in England, and the outline 
of the plan of the seminary, stated in 
the printed letter from Bishop Chase 
to Bishop White, referred to in the 
deed. From these it appears, that, be- 
fore the funds subscribed in England 
can be received, a constitution must be 
formed, and an act of incorporation 
obtained, upon principles specified in 
the deed. 

The committee herewith report a 
constitution, in conformity, as they 
conceive, with the provisions of the 
deed, and they recommend that a com- 
mittee, to consist of two members of 
the Church, be appointed to procure 
the passage of an act of incorporation. 

The deed requires that the seminary 
be established upon ‘the estate convey- 
ed by the Bishop, unless an estate of 
equal value be given at some other 
place, which the convention may deem 
more eligible: and whether the estate 
be of equal value, is to be decided by 
the Hon. Henry Clay, of Kentucky. 
According to the plan which forms the 
basis and foundation of all the dona- 
tions made, the bishop of the diocese is 
to reside at the seminary, and to have 
the charge and direction of it, as one of 
its principal professors and president ; 
and as such, is to receive a proper com- 
pensation out of the funds contributed. 
The committee conceive that the es- 
sential interests of the seminary, as 
well as the obligations of good faith, 
require that this part of the plan be 
strictly adhered to, so that the seat of 
the seminary is closely connected with 
the proper point for the bishop’s resi- 
dence ; and this connection ought to be 
recollected in all our deliberations upon 
the subject. 

According to the bishop’s deed, up- 
on which all donations are predicated, 
the real estate proposed to be given, 
and the appendages to it, will revert to 
the present bishop, the proprietor, in 
the event of establishing the seminary 
at any other place: but notwithstand- 
ing such reversion, it will become the 
duty of the bishop to reside personally 
at the seminary. These facts, as re- 
sulting from an examination of the 
deed, are stated for the information of 
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the convention. The committee have 
considered that the fixing of the semi- 
nary is a matter with which they have 
nothing further to do, than to state the 
principles upon which it must be ef- 
fected. 


CONSTITUTION. 


Art. I. The convention of the Pro- 
testant Episcopal Church for the dio- 
cese of Ohio, do hereby establish a se- 
minary for the education of ministers 
of the gospel in said Church; such se- 
minary to be founded upon donations 
made, and to be made, in the united 
kingdoms of Great Britain and Ireland, 
and in America, for that purpose, and 
to be known by the name of “ The 
Theological Seminary of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church in the Diocese 
of Ohio.” 

Art. If. The said seminary shall be 
established by the convention of the 
diocese, at such place within the same 
as shall be consistent with the deed of 
donation, executed by the bishop of 
Ohio, in kngland, on the 27th day of 
November, 1823; and when once 
established, shall for ever alter remain 
in the same place. 

Art. LL. The direction and manage- 
ment of said seminary shall be vested 
in a board of trustees, which shall con- 
sist of the bishop of the diocese for the 
time being, and of four clerical and 
four lay trustees, to be chosen by. the 
convention of the diocese, and to re- 
main in office for the term of three 
years, and until their successors are 
chosen. This article, so far as it re- 
spects the number of clerical and lay 
trustees, may from time to time be 
amended by a concurring resolution of 
the convention, and of the board of 
trustees of the seminary, so as to in- 
crease the number of clerical and lay 
trustees, until the number of each may 
be twelve; which number shall there- 
after constitute the permanent board of 
clerical and Jay trustees. 

Art: IV. A majority of the whole 
number of trustees shall be necessary 
to constitute a quorum to do business. 
The bishop, if present, shall preside. 
In his absence, a president pro tem. 
shall be appointed by ballot, whose of- 
fice shall expire with the final adjourn- 
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ment of the meeting of the board at 
which the appointment was made. If 
any vacancy shall happen in the board 
of trustees, such vacancy shall be filled 
by the convention that may meet next 
thereafter. 


Art. V. The seminary shall be un- 


der the immediate charge and superin- 


tendence of the bishop of the diocese 
for the time being, as principal profes- 
sor and president; and the salary to 
be received for his service, shall be 
fixed by the board of trustees, at their 
annual meeting preceding the com- 
mencement of such salary. 

Art. VI. The board of trustees shall 
have power to constitute professor- 
ships, and to appoint and remove the 
professors, and to prescribe the course 
of study, and to make all rules, regula- 
tions, and statutes, which may be ne- 
cessary for the government of the se- 
minary, and to secure its prosperity : 
provided, that all such rules, regula- 
tions, statutes, or other proceedings, 
shall for ever be in conformity “ to the 
doctrine, discipline, constitution, and 
canons of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of Ame- 
rica, and to the course of study pre- 
scribed, or to be prescribed, by the bi- 
shops of the said Church.” 

Art. VII. If at any time the General 
Convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of Ame- 
rica, shall by resolution, entered in 
their journals, declare any rule, regu- 
lation, statute, or other proceeding of 
the board of trustees hereby consti- 
tuted, to be contrary to the doctrine, 
discipline, constitution, and canons of 
the Church, or to the course of study 
prescribed by the bishops, such rule, 
regulation, statute, or other proceed- 
ing, shall thenceforth cease to have ef- 
fect, and shall be considered as abro- 
gated and annulled. 

Art. VILL. The bishops of the Pro- 
testant Episcopal Church in the United 
States of America, shall individually, 
and any two or more of them, be visi- 
tants of the seminary, to take care that 
the course of discipline and instruction 
be conformable to the preceding pro- 
visions. And it shall be lawful for 
any one of the bishops aforesaid, at 
any time, to institute, in his own name 
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and character of bishop, any proper 
legal process to enforce and secure the 
adininistration of the seminary accord- 
ing to the foundation herein prescribed. 

Art. IX. The board of trustees shall 
meet at the serninary annually, on the 
Friday succeeding the meeting of the 
convention. The bishop, upon the ap- 
plication of one member of the stand- 
ing committee of the diocese, and two 
clerical and two lay trustees, made in 
writing, shall at any time call a special 
meeting of the board, to be held at the 
seminary, at a time to be appointed by 
the bishop, notice of which shall be 
given to all the trustees. 

Art. X. This constitution may be 
amended by the concurrent vote of the 
bishop, a majority of the board of trus- 
tees of the seminary, and a majority of 
the convention of the diocese. But if at 
any time an amendment shall be pro-~ 
posed and voted unanimously by the 
board of trustees of the seminary, and 
by the convention, then such amend- 
ment shall prevail without the assent 
of the bishop. 


The following preamble and resolu- 
tions, moved by C. Hammond, Esq., 
were adopted :— 

Whereas, deciding upon the seat of 
the Theological Seminary of the dio- 
cese is of great importance to the pros- 
perity of the Church, and whereas time 
js not now permitted to decide upon 
the same—therefore be it 

Resolved, That a committee of two 
members of the Church be appointed 
to receive propositions for fixing the 
seat of the seminary, and report the 
same the first day of the next conven- 
tion, so that a final place may be de- 
termined on. 

R solved further, That it shall be 
the duty of said committee, from time 
to time, to communicate to each and 
every party, who may make a propo- 
sition for the seat of the seminary, the 
nature and amount of each proposition 
made at other places. And if any ad- 


ditional donations are proposed by any 
party, such additional propositions shall 
be communicated to all others who may 
have made propositions. 

The following gentlemen were elect- 
ed the standing cemmittee :—The Rev. 
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Roger Searle, the Rev. Samuel John< 
ston, the Rev. Intrepid Morse, the Rev. 
Ezra B Kellogg, B. Wells, Esq., Col. 
J. Johnston, Hon. N. M. Bronson, Hon. 
A. Buttles. 

The committee appointed on that 
part of the bishop’s address relative toa 
periodical publication, connected with 
the intended Theological Seminary in 
the diocese of Ohio, beg leave to re- 
port—That, in their estimation, it is 
an object of great importance, and 
worthy of the zealous support of this 
convention, and the friends of said 
seminary generally. ‘The committee 
would therefore respectfully recome 
mend the following :— 

Resolved, That this convention, 
deeply impressed with its great utility, 
deem such a work highly expedient, 
and recommend that the bishop take 
measures for commencing its publica- 
tion. 

The following gentlemen were eleet- 
ed trustees of the Theological Seminary 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
the diocese of Ohio:—The Rev. Ro- 
ger Searle, the Rev. Samuel Johnston, 
the Rev. Intrepid Morse, the Rev. Ezra 
B. Kellogg, Col. John Johnston, Beza- 
leel Wells, Esq., Charles Hammond, 
Esq., William Key Bond, Esq. 

The following resolutions, moved by 
B. Wells, Esq., were adopted :— 

Resolved, That the thanks of this 
convention are due to the parish of St. 
Paul’s, Chillicothe, for their very great 
kindness and hospitality. 

Resolved, That the president and 
secretary receive the thanks of the 
house, for their services during the sit- 
ting of the convention. 

On motion of J. Matthews, Esq., 

Resolved, That the next meeting of 
this convention be held in the parish of 
St. James, Zanesville. 

After an affectionate exhortation to 
godliness, and prayers, the Episcopal 
blessing was pronounced, and the con- 
vention adjourned sine die.

The Ewcellence and Influence of the Fe- 


male Character : a Sermon, preach- 
ed in the Presbyterian Church in 
Murray-street, at the request of the 
Female Missionary Society. By 
Garpiner Sprinc, Pastor of the 
Brick Presbyterian Church in said 
City. New-York, 1825. 8vo. pp. 
32. 


Tue subject of the discourse before 
us, is one of peculiar interest. The 
excellence of the female character is 
no new topic of admiration: its influ- 
ence, especially in that best of causes, 
the advancement of religion, is a theme 
on which angels might dwell with rap- 
turous applause. Much, then, is to be 
expected from a discourse professedly 
treating on a subject so extensively in- 
teresting. The orator has an unlimit- 
ed field for the exercise of his powers, 
in the commendation of what virtue to 
which “ all that is good in man be- 
longs.” The Christian has a happy 
opportunity of exhibiting, in their fair- 
est light, the peculiar virtues of the 
gospel dispensation. The clergyman 
possesses an unexceptionable occasion 
for conveying instruction and admoni- 
tion to the most interesting portion of 
his charge, in the most delicate and in- 
sinuating manner. 

With expectations thus raised, we 
opened the present discourse, and were 
fully gratified by its perusal. The sub- 
ject, the delicacy of which requires a 
skilful master for its discussion, is 
handled with vigour and discrimina- 
tion. The outlines of the perfect fe- 
male character are laid down with ac- 
curacy, and the shades are touched 
with a nicety only to be acquired by a 
long and careful study of human na- 
ture. 

But we hasten to lay the plan of the 
sermon before the reader, who may 
thus be qualified to judge of the merit 
of the design, although of its execution 
but a faint idea can be afforded by the 
extracts which our limits will allow. 

After an appropriate and brief vin- 
dication of the female character from 
the obscurity and low condition to 
which an ill-judging haughtiness in 
some of the other sex would consign 


it, the author proceeds to consider its 
excellence, and influence. 

The peculiar ornaments of the fe- 
male character—industry and econo- 
my—a well cultivated mind—neatness 
and taste, in all the concerns of life, as 
weil the minutiz of dress and furniture 
as the more important items—and, 
above all, personal piety—are treated 
of in their order, at some length, with 
ingenuity and judgment. The rank 
assigned to industry and economy is 
just, and we would willingly subscribe 
to the following sentiment :— 


, “If there is a qualification in which 
a female ought to excel, it is a thorough 
and practical acquaintance with the 
arts and duties of domestic life. She 
may be ignorant of other branches of 
human knowledge, and deficient in more 
refined attainments, with comparative 
impunity; but no embellishments can 
supply her deficiency in these. These 
constitute her peculiar and appropriate 
employment; and so far from being 
beneath her regard, do they adorp and 
beautify the most distinguished ef her 
sex.” p. 5. 


It must not, however, be from hence 
concluded, that the author would con- 
fine the exertions of the female sex 
to the employments of the needle 
or the kitchen. With that liberality 
which, to the henour of the pre- 
sent age, is the order of the day, he 
would concede to the softer sex the 
more exalted pursuits of literature and 
science, when no other duty is neglect- 
ed or interfered with, for their attain- 
ment. The cultivation of the mind is 
made the second requisite to female 
excellence; and an acquaintance with 
the higher branches of human learn- 
ing, and more especially with the 
oracles of divine truth, declared to be 
an important mean of acquiring re- 
spectability and extensive influence. 

The remarks which follow, with re- 
spect to peculiarity of dress and de 
portment, are judicious, and well wor. 
thy of the serious attention of such as, 
by an affectation of singularity, would 
seek for the character of abstraction 
from the world; while the other ex. 
treme, of vanity and worldly-minded- 
ness, is guarded against with care, 
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In the second grand division of the 
sermon, that on the influence of the 
female character, there appears, at first 
view, to be a slight inaccuracy in the 
location of the first consideration—the 
influence upon herself alone. The 
obscurity, however, is rather in the 
expression than in the idea, the influ- 
ence of such a character upon the con- 
dition of its possessor being the object 
intended, although hardly designated 
with sufficient clearness. 

The influence of a virtuous female 
upon her own happiness—unon that 
of those with whom she is connected 
in the conjugal relation—in that of a 
mother or head of a family—as a 
daughter, sister, or assistant in domes- 
tic toils—as a member of the Church 
or of civil society—is accurately, for- 
cibly, and eloquently displayed. The 
influence of a wife, and of a mother, 
are touched with peculiar tenderness 
and truth, and must come home to the 
heart of every reader of the other sex. 

The style of the discourse is, in ge- 
neral, peculiarly chaste, and frequently 
manifests no small degree of elegance. 
The description of a pious female, 
while it affords no unfair specimen of 
the general manner, is well worthy of 
transcription, on account of its truth 
and importance. 


‘It has frequently been remarked, 
that § pious women are not only more 
numerous, but more pious than pious 
men.’ In a woman, piety is more apt 
to be uniform and persevering, amid 
multiplied obstacles and accumulated 
discouragements. And if she possesses 
large measures of grace, her religion 
will be more ardent than the religion 
of the other sex. Such was [were] 
Hannah, Elizabeth, Mary, and Anna; 
and such have been a multitude of 
others, of whom the world was not 
worthy. If woman was first in her 
transgression, she is most lovely in her 
penitence. If she was first in her infi- 
delity, she is most faithful in her at- 
tachment— last at his cross, and ear- 
liest at his grave.’ Hers is the piety 
which purifies the heart, and over- 
comes the world. Hers is the piety 


which raises the eye and heart to God; 
which consecrates to him those ardent 
affections, that youth, that beauty, and 
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that pride of life. Hers is the piety 
which urges to the unbending attach- 
ment to every truth, the assiduous cul- 
tivation of every grace, and the dili- 
gent and self-denying performance of 
every duty. Add to the excellence of 
such a woman, all the peculiar excel- 
lencies of her sex—all that native ten- 
derness and kindness—all that cheer- 
fulness and sweetness of disposition— 
all that untiring patience and submis- 
sion to suffering—and all that immut- 
able love, in which she has a glorious 
superiority over the other sex; and as 
you contemplate her virtues, tell me, 
what empire has true excellence on the 
earth like the bosom of such a woe 
man?” p.15. 


Notwithstanding the general purity 
of the style, there are some few of 
those anomalous expressions which ap- 
pear to be peculiar to the pulpit exer- 
cises of our dissenting brethren. The 
unauthorized words, “ prayerful,” p. 
13, * heavenliness,” p. 21, * subordi- 
nate,” in a verbal form, p. 19; the 
uncouth epithet “ oneness,” p. 19, and 
the phrase, “ throwing one’s self with- 
in the ranks of God’s covenant people,” 
p- 21, may be cited as examples. The 
appropriate title of “ Revelator,” ap- 
plied to the beloved disciple, p. 30, is 
scarcely conformable to usage. 

We would take our leave of this in- 
teresting production, by warmly re- 
commending it to the careful perusal 
of our fair readers, and by expressing 
our confident hope, that it will be the 
instrument of much good to those for 
whom it was designed, and through 
them, to the Church at large.

Review of the proposed Additions to 
the Hymns. 


WueEn the new hymns shall be laid 
before the General Convention, there 
will probably be too little time for 
mush debate on each individual piece. 
The sessions of that body are usually 
limited to a few days, or at most to 
parts of two weeks; and there are va- 
rious matters of importance to be trans- 
acted within that period. The hymns 
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that may be proposed must, of course, 
be despatched with but little opportu- 
nity for argument. It is important, 
therefore, that their merits be discuss- 
ed beforehand,—and discussed in such 
a manner as may bring them under the 
notice of those who may be members 
of the Convention: in this way they 
will be prepared to vote upon them 
with due understanding. This was one 
of our motives for giving such publicity 
to the present collection as the Chris- 
tian Journal could afford, and for ac- 
companying them with critical re- 
marks. This collection, though some 
of the hymns may not eventually be 
reported by the committee, though 
some of them may be altered, and 
though additions may be made from 
other sources, will probably be the 6a- 
sis of the report; and, as such, it may 
properly be brought into discussion. 
When the Convention shall be in ses- 
sion, the opportunity of full discussion 
will be past. 

There are two hymns on the sub- 
ject of 

SALVATION BY GRACE. 


Hymn LX.— Doddridge. 


1 Grace! ’tis a charming sound, 
Harmonious to the ear; 
Heav’n with the echo shall resound, 
And all the earth shall hear. 


2 Grace first contriv’d a way 
To save rebellious man; 
And all the means that grace display 
Which drew the wondrous plan. 
3 Grace guides my wand’ring feet 
To tread the heaw’nly road; 
And new supplies exch hour I meet 
While pressing on to God. 
4 Grace all the work shall crown 
Through everlasting days; 
It lays in heav’n the topmost stone, 
And well deserves the praise. 


We must ask, what is the allusion in 


the 4th verse, 3d and 4th lines? the 


“ topmost stone” of what? and what 
praise”? The Saviour is indeed to 
his Church “ the head stone in the 
corner ;” this he is of “ the Lord’s do- 
ing ;” and he “ became” such when 
rejected of the builders, his own people. 
But the allusion in the hymn is to the 
laying of some stone in the “ everlast- 
ing days ;” they being first mentioned, 
and the return of thought from eternity 
to an act done in time being too great 


an anticlimax to be allowable.—If we 
Vou. IX. 
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are right in our scruples, we would of- 
fer the following subsiitutes for the two 
last lines— 


And shine for ever from the throne, 
And warm my endless praise. 


Hymn LX1.—Seotch Paraphrase. 
Titus iii. 4—7. 


1 My grateful soul, for ever praise, 
‘or ever love his name, 
Who turn’d thee from the fatal paths 
Of folly, sin, and shame. 
2 Vain and presumptuous is the trust 
Which im our works we place; 
Sulvation trom a higher source 
Flows to the human race. 
3 ’Tis from the merev of our God 
That all our hopes begin ; 
His mercy s#v’d our souls from death, 
Aud wash’d us from our sin. 
4 His Spivit, through the Saviour shed, 
His sacred fire imparts, 
Refines our dross, and love divine 
Rekindles in our hearts. 
5 Thus rsis’d from death, we live anew; 
And, justified by grace, 
We hope in glory to appear, 
And see our Father’s face. 


A truly excellent hymn, Though we 
made no general objection to the one 
before it, we.cannot but ask our read- 
ers to compare the two, and they will 
see the substantial superiority of a good 
paraphrase over an uninspired compo- 
sition. 

Next follow three hymns classed un- 
der the head of 


Tue Cuaurcn. 
Hymn LXIL— Doddridge.—Tsaiah iii. 1, 2. 


1 Triumphant Zion, lift thy head 
From dust, and darkness, and the dead ; 
Though humbled long, awake at length, 
And gird thee with thy Saviour’s strength. 


2 Put all thy beauteous garments on, 
And let thy various charms be known: 
The world thy glories shall confess, 
Deck’d in the robes of righteousness. 


3 No more shall foes unclean invade, 
And fil! thy hallow’d walls with dread; 
No more shall hell’s insulting host 
Their vieVry and thy sorrows boast. 

4 God from on high has heard thy prayer, 
His hand thy ruins shall repair ; 

Rear’d and adorn’d by love divine, 
Thy tow’rs and battlements shall shine. 

5 Grace shall dispose my heart and voice 
To share and echo back thy joys; 

Nor will thy watchful monarch cease 
To guard thee in eternal peace. 


To this hymn also, with one or two 

corrections, we may appeal in proof of 

the superiority of good paraphrases.— 

Our corrections are these. For & yari- 
11 
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ous charms,” verse 2d, line 2d, we pro- 
pose “excellence :” and in the same 
verse we would make a transposition, 
by placing the 4th line before the 3d. 
In verse 5th, line Ist, for “ my” we 
propose ‘ our:” but a more thorough 
amendment would be, to condense the 
4th and 5th verses into one, by omit- 
ting the two last lines of the 4th, and 
the two first lines of the 5th,—the con- 
densed passage to read thus :-— 


God from on high has heard thy prayer, 

His hand thy ruins shll repair; 

Nor will thy wetehfu) monarch cease 

To guard thee in eternal peace. 
By this alteration we escape the want 
of connection between the two last 
lines of verse 5th, and the two lines 
which precede them in the same verse. 


Hymn LXE —Watts. 
Sinai and Zion. —Heé. xii. 18, &e. 
1 Not to the terrors of the Lord, 
The tempest, fire, and smoke; 


Not to the thunder of that word 
Which God on Sinai spoke : 


2 But we are come to Zion’s hill, 
The city of our God; 
Where milder words deq@are his will, 
And spread his love abroad. 
3 Behold th’ innumerable host 
Of angels cloth’d in light! 
Behold the spirits of the just, 
Whose faith is turn’d to sight! 
4 Behold the bless’d assembly there, 
Whose names are writ in heav’n! 
And God, the Judge of all, declares 
Their vilest sins forgiv’n. 
5 The saints on earth and all the dead 
But one eommunion make ; 
All join in Christ, their living head, 
And of his grace partake. 
We are not quite satisfied with the idea 
(verse 3d, lines 3d and 4th) that “ faith 
is turned to sight” in the case of the 
departed “ spirits of the just :” though 
their reward is certain, it is but expect- 
ed, and expectation implies faith ; be- 
sides, it may be questioned whether the 
“ sight” intended, the beatific vision, 
does not require the “ spirit’? to be 
united to the glorified body,—if so, it 
will not take place till the resurrec- 
tion: perhaps we shall improve the 
verse, and engraft into it a better ex- 
pression of the idea “ made perfect” in 
the original passage, by reading line 
4th, verse 3d, thus— 
Enrov’d in stainless white : 
as the authority for which see Rev. vii. 
9, &c. in verse 4th, line 3d, for “ And” 
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read “*Hear;” and for “ declares,” 
which destroys the rhyme, read “ de- 
clare :” in line 4th, for “ vilest sins’? 
read “ sins, through Christ.” Verse 
5th, line Ist, we would read thus, to 
make it include the angels as part of 
the church, as is done in the passage 
in Hebrews— 


The saints on earth, in heav’n, the dead, &c. 


The next hymn is still under the 
head of the Church. 


Hymn LXIV.—Christian Fellowship 


1 Blest be the tie that binds 
Our hearts in Christian love : 
The fellowship of kindred minds 
Is like to that above. 
2 Before our Father’s throne 
We pour our ardent prayers ; 
Our fears, our hopes, cur aims are one, 
Our comforts and our cares. 
3 We share our mutuzel woes, 
Our mutual burdens bear ; 
And often for each other flows 
The sympathizing tear. 
4 When we asunder part, 
It gives us inward pain ; 
But we shall still be join’d in heart, 
And hope to meet again. 
5 This glorious hope revives 
Our courage by the way; 
While each in expectation lives, 
And longs to see the day. 


6 From sorrow, toil, and pain, 
And sin, we shall be free ; 
And perfect love and friendship reign 

Throughout eternity. 
Surely it is an imperfection in a hymn 
on “ Christian fellowship,” to make no 
mention of the Church : to remedy this 
defect, we would insert the following 
between the Ist and 2d verses— 


One God, one Lord our head, 
One faith, one baptism, ewn'd, 
The Charch is one, divinely made 
Our everlasting bond 
To correspond with this, for “ Before,” 
verse 2d, line Ist, we may perhaps 
read “There, at”—i. e. in the church 
we “ pour our prayers.” Verse 4th 
presents an idea of “ parting” which 
we at first mistook for earthly separa- 
tion; to guard against this mistake, 
and to avoid the awkward phrase “ in- 
wurd pain,” may we propose the fol- 
lowing in place of the two first lines of 
that verse P— 


When, mortal, we must part, 
How keen, how deep the pain! 
Or, are we mistaken in presuming the 
separation mentioned to be that of 
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death ?—the 5th verse speaks of “ our 
courage by the way,”—the courage 
through life of “ each” of the parties 
separated ,—neither of them, of course, 
can be deceased: if therefore our in- 
terpretation of the 4th verse be correct, 
we must propose the omission of the 
Sth. With this omission, the final verse 
becomes more appropriate. 

Our present number can extend to 
only a part of the sixteen hymns which 
next follow under the title of 


Tue CurisTian Lire. 


Hymn LXV .— Newton. 
Renouncing the World. 
1 Let worldly minds the world pursue, 
It has no charms for me ; 


Once I admir'd its follies too, 
But grace has set me free. 


2 Those follies now no longer please, 
No more delight afford ; 
Far from my heart be joys like these, 
Now I have known the Lord. 
3 As by the light of op’ning day 
The stars are all conceal’d; 
So earthly pleasures fade away 
When Jesus is reveal’d. 


4 Creatures no more divide my choice ; 
I bid them all depart; 
His name, and love, and gracious voice, 
Have fix’d my roving heart. 


5 Now, Lord, I would be thine alone, 
And wholly live to thee: 
And, oh, I trust that thou wilt own 
A worthless worm like me. 
A good hymn in the main; but with 
rather too much of profession. For 
this objection we would expunge the 
4th verse, where it is most glaring ; 
and where the avowal of being indif- 
ferent to the “ creatures” and having 
the “ heart fixed” upon God, is at va- 
riance with the 5th verse, which utters 
a wish for such devotedness. Verse 
Sth, lines 3d and 4th, appear to inti- 
mate that Ged will “ own” us because 
we are “ worthless worms :” might we 
change the 4th line P— 


An heir of bliss in me. 
We proceed to the next, 
Hymn LXVi—Grege. 
Not ashamed of Christ. 
1 Jesus! and shall it ever be, 
A mortal mar asham’d of thee ! 
Asham’d of thee, whom angels praise, 
Whose glories shine through endless days! 
2 Asham’d of Jesus! sooner far 
Let night disown each radiant star: 
>Tis midnight with my soul, till he, 
Bright morning Star, bid darkness flee. 
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3 Asham’d of Jesus! just as soon 
Let morning blush to own the sun: 

He sheds the beams of light divine 
O’er this benighted soul of mine. 

4 Asham’d of Jesus! that dear friend 
On whom my hopes of heav’n depend! | 
No; when I blush, be this my shame, 

That I no more revere his name. 


5 Asham’d of Jesus! yes, I may, 
. When I’ve no guilt to wash away ; 
No tears to wipe, no joys to crave, 
Or no immortal soul to save.

My Saviour not asham’d of me! 
The 5th verse will unquestionably be 
omitted; the thought contained in it 
is both overstrained and untrye,—for 
why should those who have “ no guilt”? 
or “tears,” (the holy angels, for ex- 
ample,) be ashamed of Jesus ?—or, if 
it were that a man had no ‘soul to 
save,” though he might chouse to be 
indifferent to Jesus, why should he be 
ashamed of him? This verse excluded, 
the two first lines of the final verse 
must be altered, which might be done 
thus :— 

Asham’d of Jesus! empty pride! 
Vii boast a Saviour crucified; &e. 

With these amendments, the hymn is 
a sufficiently good ene. 


The next hymn we deem far inferior, 


Hymn LXVIL.—Prayer for Guidance. 


1 Guide me, O thou great Jehovah, 
Pilgrim through this barren land; 

I am weak, but thou art mighty— 
Hold me with thy pw hand, 


2 Open now the erystal fountains 
Whence the living waters flow ; 
Let the fiery cloudy pillar 
Lead me al my journey thvough. 


3 Feed me with the heav’nly manna 
In this barren wilderness ; 
Be my sword, aud shield, and banner ; 
Be the Lord my righteousness. 


4 When I tread the verge of Jordan, 
Bid my anxious fears subside ; 

Death of death, and hell’s desiruction, 
Land me safe on Canaan’s side. 
Without one fault in the matter of this 
hymn, it yet is not to our taste. But 
others may view it more favourably ; 
and we will, for their sakes, offer hum- 
bly our corrections.—The hymn is a 
petition for guidance through the wii- 
derness of this world, grounded on the 
type of the pilgrimage of Israel in the 
desert. In this view, “ crystal foun- 
tains,” verse 2d, line 1st, does not ap- 
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ply definitely to the rock of which 
the Israelites drank. The same objec- 
tion, of being an idea foreign to the 
type, applies to verse 3d, line 4th; 
nothing, we believe, is expressed in 
scripture, of the Lord being then par- 
ticularly their “ righteousness.” Be- 
sides, the allusions to the “ waters” 
and to the “ manna” should be in one 
verse, as naturally related; instead of 
which, the “ cloudy fiery pillar” is so 
introduced as to separate them, bring- 
ing the pilgrim “ ¢hrough” his © jour- 
ney,” though he asks afterwards for 
“ manna,” &c., as being yet “ in” the 
€ wilderness.” The word “ banner” 
too makes.a second rhyme, though a 
bad one, in the 3d verse, while the 
other verses have only one rhyme in 
each. May we, to expunge all these 
defects, offer the two following verses 
in place of the 2d and 3d ?— 
2 Feed me with the heav’nly manna 
In this desert world below ; 


Open, in the Rock, the fountain 
Whence the living waters flow. 


3 Keep me near thy sacred dwelling, 
There before thy shrine to bend ; 
Let the fire and cloud, thy presence, 
Leal me to my journey’s end. 
In the 4th verse, line 3d, for “ and 
hell’s,” we propose “ the grave’s,” as 
agreeing better with Hos. xiii. 14, from 
which the thought is taken.—After all, 
we like the amendment almost as little 
as the original. 


Hymn LXVIUI.—Duaties 
1 A charge to keep I have,— 
A God to glorify, 
A never dying soul to save, 
And fit it for the sky,— 
2 To serve the present age, 
My calling to fulfil : 
O may it all my pow’rs engage 
To do my Master’s will. 
3 Arm me with jealous care 
As in thy sight to live; 
And, O, thy servant, Lord, prepare 
A strict account to give. 
4 Help me to watch and pray, 
And on thyself rely ; 
Assur’d, if 1 my trust betray, 
I shall for ever die. 


A good hymn, devout and edifying, 
We object only to the expression in 
verse 2d, line Ist, “ serve the present 
age.” In one view, it is vague lan- 
guage, not defining in what this ser- 
vice consists. In another view, it has 
a rather conceited sound,—for very 
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few private Christians, though in a 
humble sense they “ do good in their 
generation,” are entitled to speak of 
themselves in a style which, as cur- 
rently understood, is so ostentatious, 
as “serving the present age.” We 
propose a substitute for the line :— 


From youth, through hoary #ge, &e. 


Hymn LXIX. 
Following the example of Christ. 


1 Whene’er the angry passions rise, 
An: temptour thoughts or tongues tostrife, 
To Jesus Jet us litt our eves, 
Bright pottern of the Christian life. 
2 O how benevolent and kind! 
How mild, hew ready to forgive! 
Be this the temper of our mind, 
And these the rules by which we live. 
3 To do his heav’nly Father’s will 
Was his employment and éelight ; 
Humility and holy zeal

Feels thy blood,” (verse 1st, line 3d) 
—is there such a phrase in Scripture P 
and should so delicate a matter as reli- 
gious feeling be expressed in other 
than scriptural terms? May we sug- 
gest a substitute for the line >— 

\nd grateful ‘or the precious blood, &e. 


in line 4th, for “ spilt,” we would pres 
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fer “shed.” Verse 4th is objection- 
able in several particulars: the word 
s* quickly” (line 2d) intimates that 
God’s “ nature” is “ imparted” - to 
men suddenly; the phrase “ new 
name” is_applied to sanctification, 
(“ holiness” being the title,) whereas 
it rather intimates the acceptance and 
reward of a sanctified person; that 
“ new name” also is defined to be 
“ love,” which indeed it may be,—but 
are we allowed to interpret it so posi- 
tively? ‘no man knoweth saving he 
that receiveth it,’ and it is received 
when he is so “ made a. pillar in the 
temple of God, as to go no more out,” 
i.e. in the day of judgment, (Rev. ii. 
17, and iii. 12,)—he may in this life 
have an “ earnest” of this blessing, 
but nothing more: may we then alter 
the verse r— 


Thy nature, gracious Lord, impart, 
Vhy influence trom above, 

To hallow day by day my he: art, 
‘Till perfect in thy love. 


Hymn LXX1.— Cowper.—W alking with God. 


1 Oh, for a closer walk with God, 
A caim and heav’nly frame, 
A light to shine upon the road 
‘Phat leads me to the Lam). 
2 (Where is the blessedness | knew 
When first 1 saw the Lord ? 
Where is the soul-refreshing view 
Of Jesus and his word ? 
3 What peaceful hours 1 then enjoy’d! 
How sweet their mem’ry still! 
But now ! fvel an aching void 
The world can never fill.) 
4 Return, O holy Dove, return, 
Sweet messenger of rest ; 
I hate the sins which make thee mourn, 
And drive thee from my breast. 
5 The dearest idol I have known, 
W hate’er that idol be, 
Help me to tear it from thy throne, 
And worship ouly thee.

The “ walk with God” (mentioned in 
Scripture in the cases of Enoch and 
Noah) should be understood ima prac- 
tical sense only. A “ calm” and sup- 
posed “ heavenly frame” of mind may 
be experienced when the walk is not 
with God. And this serenity and glow 
may be wanting when the walk is with 
God. Religious joy and peace are 
great blessings, and may be prayed 
for; but they should not be made the 
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test or the essence of piety,—which 
mistake, or -omething very like it, is 
countenanced by denominating them 
the “ walk with God.” We may add 
that the very figure of the piece is bad; 
it represents the christian as “ walk- 
ing with God” to be “led to the Lamb ;” 
whereas he rather walks with Christ to 
be led to the Father. On such prin- 
ciples we condemn the above hymn as 
it stands. And before offering correc- 
tions, we must particularly condemn 
the 2d and 3d verses, enclosed in a 
parenthesis: not to speak of several 
minor obiections, is it not injudicious 
to make the subsidence of the zeal of 
new piety a token of spiritual decay? 
— if there be spiritual decay, it will be 
evidenced in principle or in practice ; 
if the principles and practice continue 
good, there is spiritual strength, though 
the zeal of the novice be diminished.— 
We offer a subsiitute for the title, and 
an amendment of the hymna :— 


Joy and Peace. 


1 O for the joy and peace : from God, 
A calm and heav’nly frame, 
A light to shine upon the road 
‘That leads me to the Lamb. 
2 Descend, O holy Dove, descend, 
Restore my troubled rest ; 
I hate the sins which thee offend, 
And drive thee from my breast. 
3 The dearest idol I have known, &e. 
4 Then shail my soul rejoive in God, 
Calm and serene its frame ; 
Then purer light shall mark the road 
That leads me to the Uuamb. 


This amendment, though it should not 
be deemed worthy of adoption, appears 
free from the objections above cletailed. 

The next piece is from the same 
author, but inferior in poetry, and 
more faulty in matter. 


Hymn LX X1.— Cowper.—Doubting. 


1 The Lord will happiness divine 
On contrite hearts bestow; 
Then tell me. gracious God, is mine 
A contrite heart, or no? 
2 I hear, but seem to hear in vain, 
Insensible as strel; 
If aught is felt, ’tis only pain 
To find [ cannot feel. 
3 I sometimes think myself inclin’d 
To love thee, if I could; 
But often feel another mind, 
Averse to all that’s good. 
4 My best desires are faint and few; 
fain would strive for more; 
But when I ery, “ My strength renew,”

An effusion of religious melancholy, 
with which this amiable poet was af- 
flicted: and why should the contagion 
of so perverted a gloom be brought in- 
to christian assemblies? The piece 
betrays the aberration of his judgment. 
The 2d verse actually implies intense 
feeling, bitter sadness, in the very com- 
plaint of “ insensibility.” Again; the 
4th verse, lamenting the want of * best 
desires,” (for what ?) declares, “ I fain 
would strive for more ;” i. e. I desire 
more desire, and yet think that I scarce- 
ly desire at all. These are glaring 
proofs that the poet was not in a pro- 
per mood to indite hymns—for public 
worship.—There are some faults of 
less moment. The Ist verse asks to 
be “told” of God whether the heart 
be “contrite or no,”—a petition sa- 
vouring strongly of the enthusiasm 
which expects mysterious communica- 
tions with Heaven. In the 3d verse, 
the poet “ thinks himself inclin’d to 
ove” God “ if he could,”—a supposed 
state of mind the metaphysics of which 
we cannot understand ; besides, if in- 
clined tolove God, he certainly * could,” 
—except on the calvinistic hypothe- 
sis.—We hope this hymn will be ex- 
punged. 

The title of the nexi piece expresses 
badly, we think, its subject: it does not 
appear so well adapted to the case of 
Temptations, as to that of Afflictions : 

. we have added therefore a preferable 
title. 


Hymn LUXXUL—Wesley. 


Tempted : but flying to Christ the refuge: 
{Refuge from Sorrows. ] 


1 Jesus, Saviour of my soul, 
Let me to thy bosom fly, 
While the raging billows roll, 
While the tempest still is high. 
2 Hide me, O my Saviour, hide, 
Till the storm of life is past ; 
Safe into the haven guide ; 
O receive my soul at last. 
3 Other refuge have I none,— 
Hangs my helpless soul on thee; 
Leave, ah, Aon. me not alone, 
Still support and comfort me. 
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4 All my trust on thee is stay’d, 
All my = from thee I bring;

This hymn has for years been an in- 
mate of singing books; in the pame 
phlet before us it has undergone one 
good change, “ Saviour’ for “ lover,” 
in the Ist line; and we hope it will bé 
farther corrected before it is trans- 
planted to the Prayer Book. What 
protection, figuratively speaking, does 
a “ bosom” atiord from * billows” and 
“ tempest ?” (verse Ist,)—we would 
propose “ succour” for bosom :”? 
again, same verse, to define the sort of 
“ billows” meant, those of trouble, we 
would read the 3d and 4th lines— 

While the floods of sorrow roll, 

While its tempest rages high. 

In the 2d verse, 2d line, life appears 
to be made one unremitted “ storm ;” 
we would prefer, “ storms of life are :” 
and the 3d line introduces the nautical 
expression of a “ haven,”’ a new figure 
confusing the proper one, which is 
that of storms and floods overtaking a 
traveller on land, who asks protection 
and shelter from one stronger than 
himself; we would therefore change 
the whole line— 

Saviour, friend, protector, guide, &c. 


In the 3d verse, line 2d, would not a 
transposition be an improvement ?— 
Helpless hangs my soul on thee. 
The phrase, verse 4th, line 2d, “ I 
bring help from thee,” is awkward ; 
we propose— 
Lord, to thee alone I cling; &e. 
We have only to add, that the symme- 
try of the piece will be improved by 
transposing the 2d verse so as to make 
it the final one.*

Abstract of the Proceedings of the 
thirty eighth Convention of the Di- 
ocese uf New-York, held in Trinity 
Church, in the city of New-York, on 
Tuesday, O.tober 19th, and Wed- 
nesday, October 20th, A. D. 1824. 


Tue convention was composed of 
forty-seven presbyters, eleven deacons, 
and seventy-five lay-delegates, repre- 
senting forty-four parishes; and was 
opened with morning prayer, read by 
the Rev. Henry Anthon, rector of Tri- 
nity church, Utica, Oneida county ; 
and a sermon* preached by the Rev.

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Samuel H. Turner, D. D , professor of 
biblical learning and the interpretation 
of Scripture, in the General Theologi- 
cal Seminary of the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church in the United States. 

The Right Rev. the Bishop of the 
diocese being still absent from the 
country, the holy communien was ad- 
ministered by the Rev. William Har- 
ris, D. D., president of Columbia Col- 
lege, New-York, assisted by other cler- 
gymen present. 

Agreeably to article fifth, of the con- 
stitution of the Church in this diocese, 
providing for the election of a presi- 
dent in case of the absence of the bi- 
shop, the convention proceeded to the 
appoimtment of a president. 

The Rev. William Harris, D. D. 
was appointed. 

The Rev. Benjamin T. Onderdonk 
was appointed secretary. 

Certificates were produced and read, 
of the incorporation of St-Mary’s church, 
New-York ; St. Thomas’s church, New- 
York; All Saints’ church, New-York ; 
Grace church, White-Plains, Westches- 
ter county; St. Luke’s church, Coles- 
ville, Broome county; St. James’s 
church, Skeneateles, Onondaga coun- 
ty; and St. John’s church, Marcel- 
lus, Onondaga county; and the said 
churches were received into union with 
this convention. 

The secretary read the following let- 
ter from the Right Rev. Bishop Hobart: 


London, Sept. 14, 1824. 


My Brethren of the Clergy and Laity, 

I am truly grateful for the expres- 
sions of confidence and affection con- 
tained in the resolution of the last con- 
vention, a copy of which was trans- 
mitted to me by the secretary... Were 
1 to consult my own feelings, I should 
immediately leave this country, in or- 
der to enjoy the high satisfaction of 
meeting my brethren of the clergy and 
laity of the convention whom | now 
address. But the state of my health 
does not justify the expectation that I 
should be able to discharge the duties 
of my congregations and of the dio- 
cese. It would therefore seem incum- 
bent on me to make the experiment of 
a longer residence abroad. May | ilien 
hope for your indulgence under my 
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protracted absence, and for a conti- 

Dued interest in your prayers P 
That the divine Head of the Church 
may preside over your proceedings, 
and that you, my brethren of the clergy 
and laity, may individually enjoy the 
protection and favour of Almighty 
God, is the prayer of your faithful

The Clerical and Lay Members of the 
Convention of the Protestant Episco)al 
Church in the State of New-York. 

On the subject of the above letter 
the following preamble and resolutions 
were unanimously adopted :-— 

Whereas a letter addressed to this 
convention by their bishop has been 
comuiunicated to them, declaring his 
gratitude for the expressions of confi- 
dence and affection contained in a re- 
solution of the convention of 1823, and 
his anxious desire again to meet his 
brethren of the clergy and laity, and 
his disappointment at being prevented, 
by the state of his healih, from doing 
so at this time, and asking a continued 
interest in their prayers ; 

Therefore, resolved, that the receipt 
of this letter be, and the same hereby 
is, respectfully and gratefully acknow- 
ledged. 

Resolved, that this convention, gra- 
tified by the assurance contained in the 
above mentioned letter, that the ex- 
pression of affection and respect trans- 
mitted by the last convention to our 
diocesan, was received by him with 
corresponding feelings, do hereby, for 
themselves, and in the name of this 
diocese at large, tender to him the as- 
surance of their undiminished confi- 
dence and attachment. 

Resolved, that. while the members 
of this convention sensibly feel the dis- 
appointment of being obliged to meet 
again without the satisfaction of acting 
under the personal superintendence of 
their Right Rev. Father in God, and 
deeply regret that the diocese should 
still be deprived of his valuable care 
and services ; they cheerfully acquiesce 
in his protracted absence, under the 
earnest hope and expectation, that 
through the divine blessing, his health 
will be completely restored, and that 


he wilb soon be enabled to resume the 
faithful and effective services which he 
has long rendered to this portion of the 
Church of Christ. 

Resolved, that the members of this 
convention, actuated by gratitude for 
the laborious and faithful services 
which their bishop has rendered, by 
affection for the pastoral regard he has 
ever manifested, and by the fullest 
confidence in his entire devotion to 
the great interests of religion and the 
Church, do again call on their bre- 
thren of the diocese, to unite with 
them in offering, through the divine 
Mediator, humble and fervent prayers 
to God, that our bishop may be conti- 
nued in his holy keeping, be restored 
to health, be safely returned to his dio- 
cese, his family, and his friends, and 
be enabled long to continue his labours 
in promoting the cause of primitive 
and evangelical religion. 

Resolved, that an attested copy of 
the above preamble and resolutions be 
transmitted to the Right Rev. Bishop 
Hobart. 


The application made last year by 
the church in Ann-street, New-York, 
to be received into union with this 
convention, was renewed, and referred 
to a committee, who reported as fol- 
lows —_ 

The committee appointed on the ap- 
plication of the church in Ann-street, 
New-York, for admission into union 
with the convention, made the follow- 
ing report -— 

‘The committee to whom was re- 
ferred the application of Christ church, 
in Ann-street, New-York, for admis- 
sion into union wiih the convention, 
respectfully report, that they have ta- 
ken the subject into consideration, and 
are clearly of opinion that the applica- 
tion in question ought to be granted. 

It appears to your committee, that 
the propriety of this measure was in 
effect decided on by the last conven- 
tion, the only condition of admission 
prescribed by the resolution then pass- 
ed, being a change of name, grounded 
on the inconvenience of two corpora- 
tions existing under the same identical 
title. ‘This condition has been fulfilled ; 
and whatever objections may have 
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since grown out of the fact of an un- 
settled controversy between the two 
churches, your committee are bappy 
to state, that it now sufficiently appears 
that such objections are entirely obvi- 
ated by the late happy termination of 
those differences. 

Your committee conclude by recom- 
mending that Christ church, in Ann- 
street, New-York, be now admitted in- 
to union with the convention. 

All which is respectfully submitted.

On motion, the report of the com- 
Mittee on the application from Christ 
church, Ann-street, New-York, was ac- 
cepted, and the said church, conse- 
quently, received into union with this 
convention. 


The secretary submitted the follow- 
ing repuit on Mic Diceesan Fund :— 

The secretary respectfully submits 
the following report on the subject of 
the Diocesan Fund. 

The receipts into the said fund, at 
the last convention, were $565 i2. 
There was then, as reported, a balance 
in favour of the fund of $39 72; mak- 
ing together an aggregate of $604 84. 
Agreeably to a provision of the last 
convention, the payment to the clergy 
coming from a distance, was fixed at 
41 cents per mile. The aggregate of 
payments thus made, amounted to 
$ 263 64. ithe sum appropriated to 
the contingent fund of the Ge.eral 
Convention, was $70 50. Subtract 
these two sums from $604 84, and 
there remains a balance of $271 274. 
Of this amount, the sum of $191 55 
has been paid for printing, &c. of the 
usual number of copies, 1500, of the 
Journal of the last convention; and 
the remainder, $79 724 cents, has 
been paid, as ordered by the last con- 
vention, on account of the bill for 
printing, &c. of the Journals of the 
conventions of 1820 and 1821, and for 
printing, &c. for the standing commit- 
tee; on which bill there is a balance 
still due of $210 432. 

All which is respectfully submitted.

The committee appointed on the 
Diocesan Fund, made the following 
report :— 

The committee on the Diocesan 
Fund respectfully report, that the se~ 
cretary has received for the said fund 
the sum of $444 375. Upon calcu- 
lating the distance which the several 
clerical members of the convention, 
entitled to the benefit of the fund, 
have travelled to attend this meeting, 
it appears that about one half of the 
receipts will be expended by allowing 
to the said clergymen respectively, for 
every mile, over twenty, of the said 
distance, the sum of eight cents. 

Many parishes, the ministers or lay 
delegates of which are in the present 
convention, have not contributed to 
the fund. 

The committee cannot but trust, that 
some of them will yet make the pay- 
ment. As, however, the above sum of 
eight cents per mile, is. in the opinion 
of the committee, a sufficient provision 
for travelling expenses; and as it is de- 
sirable to sink, as far as possible, the 
debt of the convention, the committee 
beg leave to offer the following resolu- 
tions :— 

Resolved, that the sum of eight cents 
for each mile, over twenty, of his dis- 
tance from his parish, be paid to each 
clerical member of this convention, 
who is entitled to the benefit of the 
Diocesan Fund. 

Resolved, that after defraying the 
expense of publishing the Journal of 
this convention, the balance of the re- 
ceipts for the present year be applied 
towards liquidating the debt for pub- 
lishing the Journals of 1820 and 1821.

The two stations last named, have 
been added to the list of last year, and 
promise to strengthen the interests of 
our Church in parts of the state where 
it has been hitherto comparatively un- 
known. 

The various calarics Nidhertu attache 
ed tu these stations, the committee have 
thought best to equalize, fixing them at 
$ 125 per annum, with two exceptions, 
arising from peculiar causes. Among 
the sources of auxiliary aid, the com- 
mittee feel pleasure in reporting the 
appropriation of $500 per annum on 
the part of the general government, for 
the support of a school to be established 
among the Oneida Indians, under the 
direetion of their missionary. Also the 
further sum of $200, to aid in the 
erection of a suitable building. 

The numerous applications for mis- 
sionary aid made to the committee 
during the past year, on the part of 
new and scattered congregations, with 
which they have been unable to com- 
ply, have forced strongly upon their 
minds the necessity of increased efforts 
for the enlargement of the funds appro- 
priated to that end; and they would 
respectfully urge upon the convention, 
the adoption of such means as in their 
wisdom they see best fitted to render 
these funds more commensurate with 
the extent of the demands, which, from 
the nature of our population, and the 
extent of the diocese, has necessarily 
been made upon them. 

By the report of the treasurer, refer- 
ence to which is hereby made, it ap- 
pears that the total of receipts for the 
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past year, inclusive of the balance of 
credit from the old account of $504 44, 
amounts to $3359 61, of. which 
$279 36 is the balance on hand; 
while the existing engagements for the 
Salaries of missionaries, amount to 
more than $900. 

The zeal of the Protestant Episcopal 
Missionary Society of this city, has en- 
larged its annual contribution to the 
amount of $1250. Many thanks are 
due to this society for their uniform 
liberality, and the example they set of 
steady exertion in a good cause. 

For a detailed statement of the vari- 
ous missions, the committee refer to 
the accompanying documents, being 
abstracts of the reports of the mission- 
aries, addressed to their ‘board.

The following abstracts of the re- 
ports of missionaries were then read : 

From the report of the Rev. David 
Brown, missionary at Fredonia, Cha- 
tauqua county, and parts adjacent. 

For the past year my labours and 
their fruits have not been essentially 
unlike those of the preceding. To the 
churches at Fredonia and Mayville, 
my services have been principally de- 
voted. Thanks to the presiding care 
of our divine Master, the church at 
Mayville is now blessed with the stated 
services of the Rev. Rufus Murray, 
who has removed from Palmyra to 
this place; and devotes also a portion 
of his time to Jamestown, where are 
some friends of the Church. In con- 
sequence of this happy accession of 
Mr. M., I shall be enabled to appro- 
priate more of my time to the church 
at Fredonia, and to give some atten- 
tion to places adjacent, where the ser- 
vices of the Church may be biest. The 
baptisms and additions to tae commu- 
nion have not been as numerous as 
had been hoped. There is, however, 
God be thanked, no reason to despair 
of the good cause of the Church in this 
county. Its friends are daily increas- 
ing in number, and in the zeal for its 
prosperity. Three adults and five in- 
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fants have been baptized, and seven 
added to the communion. Consider- 
able additions are expected soon to be 
made to both these small numbers. f 
have attended two marriages and five 
funerals. It is confidently believed, 
that by the divine blessing upon the 
labours of its ministers, the Church in 
this county will be found, ere long, in 
a respectable and flourishing condi- 
tion; although it has now to contend 
with many difficulties. The collections 
for the Missionary, Episcopal, and Di- 
ocesan Funds, have been made. 


From the report of the Rev. William 
J. Bulkley, missionary at Manlius, 
Onondaga county, and parts adja- 
cent. 

My services commenced on this sta- 
tion the 19th of October, 1823. Since 
which, making Manlius my residence, 
my time has been employed in that 
and the adjacent villages. And includ- 
ing those Sundays on which I ex- 
changed with other clergymen, the re- 
turn of services will be—four Sundays 
at Perryville, ten at Jamesville, and 
the remainder in the village at Manlius 
Square. Besides the required duties of 
Sunday, your missionary has given a 
third service twice at Syracuse, twice 
at Jamesville, once at Chitteningo, and 
twice at Nelson. 

I visited, on a week day, a few fa- 
milies scattered in the town of Fabius 
and Tully, held divine service, and 
baptized tour children. 

In the discharge of my official duties 
during the year, and within the com- 
pass of my labours, there have been— 
Baptisms (adults 2, infants 12) 14— 
Marriages 2—F unerals 2. 

Independently of St. Stephen’s, Per- 
ryville, where there are about 36 com- 
rounicants, of those who usually attend 
at Manlius, although dispersed through- 
out that and the neighbouring towns, 
the following is the account :—Added 
7, removed 9, present number 65. 
Collected for the Missionary Fund 
$3 564; Diocesan Fund $7 50. 

The congregation at Manlius has 
suffered much of late years by remo- 
vals; and such as have been, and are, 
most sensibly felt. 


From the report of the Rev. Moseg 
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county, and parts adjacent. 

_I have continued to officiate one half 
of the-time at Hampton, and the other 
half at Ticonderoga, in the county of 
Essex, excepting when I have been 
prevented by sickness. 

I found at Ticonderoga eight in com- 
munion with the Church, and two have 
since been added. The number who 
come to the communion is between 30 
and 40. The number of baptisms has 
been two adults and eight infants. 

At Hampton there has been no ma- 
terial change since my last report, ex- 
cept in the loss of two of the support- 
ers of the Church, one having removed 
and the other died. One has been add- 
ed to the communion, but has since 
removed to Connecticut. ‘The bap- 
tisms have been six infants—Mar- 
riages 4—F unerals 5. 

I have been confined by severe ill- 
ness the last seven weeks, and am now 
only beginning to convalesce, so that I 
am unable to attend the convention, 
which is also my excuse for not having 
made, as [ intended, a collection for 
the Missionary Fund; three dollars 
have been collected for the Bishop’s 
Fund.

Third annual Report of the Board of 
Managers of the Female Auxiliary 
Missionary Society of Christ Church, 
New-York. Adopted December 21st, 
1824. 


Dunine the preceding year, nothing 
has transpired materially differing from 
the statement of the last report. The 
labours of the board have been attend- 
ed with similar success: so that, while 
the institution continues to sustain its 
original character, it yet remains a sub- 
ject of regret, that its excellence and 
importance are regarded but with trif- 
ling interest. Briefly, the board have 
to state, that the increase of benefit an- 
ticipated from the additional number 
of subscribers to the society, has been 
frustrated by the discontinuance of con- 
tributions on the part of many of its 
former members, The number at pre- 


Report of the Female Missionary Society of Christ Church. 
Burt, Missionary in’ Hampton, Wash- 
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sent connected with the society is 108, 
comprising eight life subscribers, of 
whom two, together with thirteen an- 
nual subscribers, have been added dur- 
ing the past year. The amount of con- 
tributions received is sixty-two dollars 
and fifty cents, of which four dollars 
have been paid for printing 400 copies 
of the constitution, leaving the sum 
paid over to the parent society, fifty 
eight dollars and fifty cents. It must 
be obvious, that this sum is by no 
means proportioned to what might reas 
sonably be expected: in comparison 
with the important object of its appli- 
cation, it is insignificant. 

The mighty work of bringing all to 
a knowledge of the gospel, is to be ac- 
complished only by great exertions; 
and great exertions are most required 
of those who, from experience, can 
estimate the value of what these exer 
tions are to effect. Our humble insti- 
tution, it is true, is wanting in the al- 
lurements adapted to win the aid of 
the lovers of ostentation; yet for that 
very reason does it commend itself the 
more to the pious disciple of Jesus. 
The charity which it calls into exere 
cise is of that surpassing description, 
whose reward is with our Father in 
heaven. Exclusive of the high consi- 
derations of advantage to our religion 
and our Church, there are motives, less 
important it is true, yet fraught with 
gratifications of the purest kind, to re- 
commend the institution to more ex- 
tended patronage. That pleasing emo-

Bishop Hobart’s Sermons. 
Mr. Editor, 
Most of your readers have remarked, 
that two volumes of Sermons under this 
title have just been published in this 
country, from the London edition of 
the same, and that they are now adver- 
tised for sale in New York and this 
city. As I class myself among that 
number of your readers who take great 
pleasure in the perusal of this species 
of literary production, and think that 
no other has a more important and be- 
neficial moral effect upon society, I beg 
leave, through the medium of your 
Journal, to express my decided appro- 
bation of these volumes, and to recom- 
mend them to the attention and perusal 
of my fellow citizens. The Bishop, in 
these discourses, has comprised a large 
portion of that kind of religious instruc- 
tion which is the most useful in the ef- 
fect which it produces upon a christian 
audience. He seems to keep steadily 
in view the only legitimate and great 
end of preaching, the spiritual edifica- 
tion and moral improvement of man- 
kind—the strain of thought in which he 
indulges is truly evangelicals his lan- 
guage is pure, chaste, and neat; his 
imagination is rich and fertile in legiti- 
mate embellishments, but seldom if ever 
runs into the excess of gaudy ornament ; 
his views of divinity are clear and com- 
prehensive; his doctrines always sound 
and well digested. If there be one pro- 
perty in these performances which dis- 
tinguishes them above that of all others, 
it is that of uncommon perspicuity of 
style—his style is also natural, easy, 
unaffected, and inartificial—his whole 
manner of writing, as we know that of 
his delivery to be, is without artifice, 
grave, solemn, and impressive.

1. Christ Church is one of the most — 
ancient, and not one of the least strike 
ing or beautiful of the religious edifices 
So early as 1710, a 
wooden church stood on the site of the 
present building, which was begun in 
1727. It is 90 feet long, and 6) feet 
wide. The steeple (for a long time the 
only one in the city) is a very graceful 
piece of architecture. It is 190 feet 
high, and has a ring of eight bells. 

2. St. Peter’s Church is at the corner 
of Pine and Third streets, and was built 
in 1761. It is 90 feet in length, and 
60 in breadth. 

3. St. James’s Church was built in 
1809. It is 90 feet in length, and 60 
in breadth—situated in Seventh-street, 
between Market and Arch streets.— 
Christ, St. Peter’s, and St.James’s, are 
united under the rectorship of the bi- 
shop, the venerable Dr. White. The ass 
sistant ministers are Dr. Abercrombie, 
and the Rev. Messrs. Kemper and De 
Lancey. 

4. St. Paul’s Church is situated be- 
tween Walnut and Spruce streets, and 
was built in the year 1762. It is 90 feet 


‘in length, and 60 in breadth. The pre- 


sent rector is the Rev. Mr. Allen, 

5. St. John’s Church has been built 
but a few years, and is situated in the 
Northern Liberties. The exterior of 
this edifice is very imposing. It is con- 
structed of brick, with two lofty co- 
lumns and a portico in front. The Rey. 
George Boyd is rector. 

6. St. Stephen’s Church was conse- 
crated in 1823. It stands in Tenth- 
street, between Chesnut and Market 
streets. Its extreme length, from east 
to west, is 102 feet. It is built in the 
Gothic style, and is one of the most 
perfect specimens of architecture in 
this country. The western front pre- 
sents two octangular towers, eighty-six 
feet high, but which are intended to be 
still higher. ‘The pulpit and chancel 
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are highly finished, and the general ap- 

arance, on entering the church, is in 
the highest degree impressive. The 
windows are embellished with cheru- 
bim in stained glass, imported from 
England. The Rev. Mr. Montgomery 
is rector. 

7. St. Andrew’s Church is situated 
between Locust and Spruce streets, and 
was consecrated in 1823. The charac- 
ter of the edifice is Grecian. The front 
is intended to be a copy of the portico 
of the Temple of Bacchus at Teos. 
The interior of the building is of a si- 
milar character of architecture, and is 
highly decorated. A spire, the founda- 
tion of which is laid, is to be added to 
the western end of the building. The 
whole length of the church, including 
the spire, is 130 feet, and its breadth is 
65 feet. The Rev. Mr. Bedell is rector. 

8. Trinity Church is a neat brick 
building. The interior is plain, but in 
good taste. It is situated cn the south 
side of Catharine-street, between Se- 
cond and Third streets. The Rev. Mr. 
Ives is rector. 

9. St. Matthew’s Church is situated 
in that part of the city called Francis- 
ville, in the north-western sudurb. It 
is a neat brick building, and was con- 
secrated in 1824. 

10. St. Thomas’s Church pe is 
situated on the west side of F ifth-street, 
between Walnut and Prune streets.

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Erasmus’s Greek Testament. 


A London paper of the 2d of June last 
says, “* Erasmus’s far-fumed Greek Testa- 
ment on vellum, printed at Basil 1519, in 
which edition Erasmus omitted the cele- 
brated verse, in St, John’s Episties,respect- 
ing the three heavenly witnesses, was pur- 
chased yesterday at Evans’s, by the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, for 140/. (about 640 
dollars.) Sir Mark Sykes bought this book 
in Holland for 30/ : there is but one other 
copy of it known to exist on vellum, and 
that is in the cathedral at York. Sir Mark 
Sykes manifested so ardent a disposition 
to possess this volume, that previously to 
his fortunate purchase abroad, he is said 
to have offered the Archbishop and the 
Dean and Chapter of York, one thousand 
guineas for their copy, which they refused. 
Mr. Thorpe the bookseller, was the Arch- 


bishop of Canterbury’s powerful compe- 
tutor. 


Miscellaneous Articles. 
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Medals found in France. 

The excavations for antiquities at Fae 
mars were resumed on the 23d of August, 
in the orchard of the chateau. The most 
interesting discoveries made in these 
buildings were, a small statue of Minerva 
in bronze, clasps of the same metal very 
well executed, and two ivory combs of cu- 
tious workmanship. On the 25th of Sept. 
a very precious discovery crowned the la- 
bours with a degree of success beyond the 
most sanguine hopes: at the foot of the 
main wall which encloses the Hypocausta, 
discovered in 1813, there were tound two 
bronze vases filled with silver medals, 
The first, of a round form, and covered 
with a bronze patrea, contained 3920; the 
second, of a more elliptical shape, and fur- 
nished with a handle, contained 2658 ; and 
3377 were found ina third vase of an ele- 
gant form, and which was preserved whole. 
The total numbér of silver medals is 9955. 
These coins, which were in excellent pre- 
servation, are from the age of Augustus to 
that of Constantius. A considerable num- 
ber, especially the more recent, are as 
brilliant as if they had just come from 
the mint. 


Cold in North-Carolina. 

A gold mine has been discovered on the 
land of Mr. Rarringer, near the source of 
Long Creek, North-Carolina. It was found 
on the side of a hill, between two strata of 
slate stone, and consists of a mixture of 
gold dustand sand. It was supposed that 
Mr. 6B. had already collected gold to the 
value of fifteen thousand dollars. In Ca- 
barrus county, a single lump of gold was 
found weighing 27lbs.! It is said that one 
jump of more than four, and another of 
more than three pounds weight, had alse 
been found. 


Large Ship. 

The ship of the line of the American 
navy now building .t Philadelphia, is said 
to be on an improved plan; her stern be- 
ing made round, and planked in a similar 
way to the prow, which it is said adds to 
the strength of the ship, and gives a de- 
cided advantage in battle over ships with 
a square stern. She will be rated at 120 
guns, but will probably mount 150. Such 
are the mighty engines of destruction !— 
but, with God’s blessing, we hope in this 
way long to preserve peace to our beloved 
country. 

The Logan Stone replaced. 

In our last volume, page 288, a notice 
is inserted of the removal from its place 
of this celebrated stone. The Christian 


Observer for December thus notices the 
replacing of the same :—* LieutenantGold- 
smith, the naval officer who lately displac- 
ed the celebrated Logan Stone in Corn- 
wall, has succeeded in restoring it to its 
former position, where it oscillates as be- 
fore its removal.”

City Dispensary.—During the past year 
7635 patients have been admitted, of 
whom 6492 were cured, 68 died, snd 260 
remain under attendance: 6080 persons 
have been vaccinated. 


Deaths in the city of New-York in 1824. 
—From the report of the city inspector it 
appears that the deaths during the last 
year in this city were 4541, being an ex- 
cess of 897 over the deaths of the pre- 
ceding year. Of that number 1244 were 
men, 887 women, 1204 boys, and 1006 
girls. There were 1072 children under 
one year, and more than two-fifths of the 
whole were under ten. 736 died of con- 
sumption, of whom 107 were coloured 
people; 394 of small-pox, of whom 113 
were coloured. The disproportion of 
deaths in the latter class of inhabitants, 
is ascribed to their neglect of vaccination,
